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GROWING  EUROPEAN  DEH^^ND  FOR 

U.  S.  COTTON  ST.APLE  STANDARDS . 


An  increased  use  of  and  a  growing  demand  for  the  United  States 
Official  Cotton  Staple  Standards  in  Europe,  \7hich  has  been  evidenced  by 
the  distribution  from  the  Havre  office  alone  of  more  than  twelve  hundred 
of  the  staple  types,  is  reported  by  VJilliam  I.  Holt,  Agricultural  Commis- 
sioner, Le  Havre,  France.  Mr.  Holt  returned  to  the  United  States  on  SS 
"President  Harding"  to  attend  the  International  Universal  Cotton  Stand- 
ards Conference  in  Washington  for  the  approval  of  copies  of  the  Universal 
Standards  for  cotton  grades. 

A  year  ago  Mr.  Holt's  headquarters  v/ere  changed  from  London  to 
,  ^  Havre,  where  he  has  taken  up  residence  and  opened  an  office  at  19  Rue 
.  Pleuvry,  Le  Havre,  France.  The  interpretation  of  the  U.  S.  Cotton  Stand- 
^  ards  Act,  rendered  last  June,  requiring  that  sales  on  description  under 
l!,  ^  that  statute  be  on  the  Government  inch  standards,  in  lieu  of  the  millimeter 
£  descriptions,  resulted  in  increased  demand  for  the  cotton  staple  types. 
^  c  The  Havre  office,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Holt,  was  named  as  one  of 
w  the  three  distributing  points  in  Europe  for  the  official  cotton  staple 
s  05    types  of  the  United  States. 

^  Since  June,  1928,  the  staple  standards  have  been  sold  and  delivered 

^  from  the  offices  of  the  Bureau  in  Berlin,  London  and  Havre.  In  addition  to 
=^  the  routine  cotton  work  which  devolves  upon  Mr.  Holt  and  takes  him  once  or 
twice  a  year  to  the  cotton  centers  of  Liverpool,  Manchester,  Bremen,  Milan, 
Barcelona,  Ghent  and  Rotterdam,  the  field  of  service  for  the  Havre  office 
has  been  enlarged  by  the  established  delivery  of  the  staple  standards  from 
this  point. 

j  During  the  past  year  Mr.   Holt  established  connections  for  sending 

to  this  Bureau  weekly  cables  reporting  market  conditions  in  Liverpool, 
Manchester,  Bremen,  Milan  and  Havre.    The  information  from  these  sources  is 
released  weekly  through  the  Department's  various  agencies  for  distribution 
and  has  proved  a  helpful  innovation  in  this  service. 

Following  a  short  vacation   to  be  spent  with  his  parents  in  Mont- 
gomery, Alabama,  Mr.  Holt  will  return  to  Washington  and  work  on  a  special 
assignment,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  he  v/ill  return  to  his  headquarters 
in  Havre  about  the  first  of  June.

PROSPSCTS  FOR  FEDERAL-STATE  FAY 

INSPECTION  IN  THE  NORTHWEST. 

Reports  received  by  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  from  Edward 
C.  Parker,  who  has  recently  been  traveling  through  Washington  and  Oregon 
in  the  interest  of  Federal-State  hay  inspection,  indicate  that  the  people 
in  that  section  are  becoming  greatly  interested  in  this  work.  Mr.  Parker 
held  conferences  at  Yakima,  Seattle  and  Portland  with  county  agents.  State 
inspectors  and  dealers,  all  of  which  were  well  attended.  The  principal 
meeting  at  Seattle  lasted  for  two  days  and  was  a  demonstration  of  the  ap- 
plication of  the  Federal  standards  to  Washington  hays.  The  first  day  was 
spent  largely  in  handling  hay  at  the  Hanford  Street  Docks  at  Seattle,  and 
the  second  day  in  examining  hay  on  tracks  at  Auburn,  a  railroad  town  about 
20  miles  from  Seattle,  where  much  of  the  hay  received  in  that  market  is 
handled  and  diverted  by  the  railroads..  Director  S.  B.  Nelson,  of  the  Wash- 
ington Extension  Service,  with  15  of  his  county  agents,  as  v/ell  as  a  number 
of  other  people,  attended  this  two-day  meeting.  Director  Nelson  was  also 
present  at  the  meetings  at  Yakima.  The  preliminary  work  which  was  done  in 
these  States  by  W.  A.  Schoenfeld,  Regional  Representative  of  this  Bureau 
in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  who  has  spent  some  months  organizing  the  work  and 
accompanied  Mr.  Parker  on  this  trip,  was  a  large  factor  in  the  success  of 
this  demonstration.  After  leaving  Portland  Mr.  Parker  went  to  California  to 
look  after  the  hay  inspection  program  in  that  State. 


GREAT  DEMAND  FOR  PUBLICATIONS  OM 

TREATING  AND  CLEANING  SEED  WHEAT. 

The  large  deraand  upon  the  Grain  Division  for  recently  published 
literature  prepared  by  the  section  Grain  Investigations  pertaining  to  losses 
occasioned  by  planting  smut-infested  seed  wheat  and  from  the  growing  of 
weeds  with  the  grain,  with  suggested  simple,  practical  measures  for  prevent- 
ing those  losses,  indicates  that  this  information  is  meeting  an  urgent  need 
on  the  part  of  the  grain  farmer.  The  original  edition  of  50,000  copies  of 
"The  Combination  Cleaning  and  Treating  of  Seed  Wheat",  Department  Leaflet 
No.  33,  was  used  up  almost  immediately  upon  its  release.  This  is  a  joint 
publication  of  the  Department  Extension  Service,  the  Bureau  of  Plant  In- 
dustry, the  California  State  Extension  Service,  and  this  Bureau.  A  reprint 
of  30,000  has  been  ordered  to  meet  the  continued  demand  for  it. 

"Take  the  'Dock'  Out  of  Dockage"  has  proved  a  popular  folder.  Its 
very  conciseness  seems  to  be  a  "selling"  feature,  and  the  15,000  edition 
of  it,  recently  released  by  the  Grain  Division,  was  soon  exhausted.  An 
additional  supply  of  25,000  will  soon  be  available  to  meet  further  requests. 

"Smutty  Wheat  Terminal  Market  Receipts"  is  also  a  cooperative  pub- 
lication, the  Grain  Division  having  collaborated  with  the  Office  of  Coop- 
erative Extension  Work  and  the  Office  of  Cereal  Crops  and  Diseases  in  the 
compilation  of  the  tables  of  which  it  is  made  up.  Numerous  requests  for 
copies  of  these  tables  have  shown  the  interest  in  this  information;  conse- 
quently in  the  future  the  data  will  be  compiled  quarterly  and  made  available 
to  everyone  concerned. 
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BUREAU  MEN  CONTRIBUTE  LARGELY  TO 

FARM  RELIEF  NUMBER  OF  "THE  ANNALS." 

Nearly  one-sixth  of  the  articles  contained  in  the  "Farm  Relief" 
(March,  1929)  number  of  The  Annals,  issued  bi-monthly  by  the  American  Academy 
of  Political  and  Social  Science,  were  contributed  by  members  of  the  staff 
of  this  Bureau.  Of  the  453  pages  devoted  to  these  articles,  about  one-fourth 
contain  the  text  of  our  men.  In  addition  to  the  direct  contributions  by 
Bureau  members,  considerable  material  contained  in  other  articles  was  gathered 
from  this  Bureau.  The  names  of  members  of  other  branches  of  the  Department 
also  appear  among  the  list  of  contributors.  This  volume  is  a  companion 
volume  of  the  one  issued  by  the  Academy  in  January,  1925,  on  "The  Agri- 
cultural Situation."

Survey,  and  J.  R,  Casper,  Office  of  the  Secretary. 

ADDRESSOGRAPH  PLATE  FR.4MES 

SHOULD  NOT  BE  BOUGHT  IN  FIELD. 

The  Business  Manager  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  addresso- 
graph  plate  frames  for  use  in  field  offices  should  be  requisitioned  through 
the  Washington  office  on  supplies  requisitions  rather  than  be  purchased 
locally.  In  most  instances,  the  requisitions  can  be  filled  by  supplying 
the  frames  without  cost  from  surplus  one  on  hand  in  the  Supply  Section. 
Any  surplus  frames  which  the  field  offices  may  have  should  not  be  destroyed 
or  otherwise  disposed  of,  except  by  transfer  to  some-  other  office  of  the 
Bureau,  and  any  not  required  for  im.mediate  use  should  be  sent  to  J.  F. 
Pevare,  in  charge  of  the  Section  of  Supplies. 
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"FARM  REAL  ESTATE  SITUATION", 
A  WIDELY  USED  SERVICE. 

Letters  coming  to  the  Bureau  indicate  that  "The  Farm  Real  Estate 
Situation"  report,  a  comparatively  new  venture  of  the  Bureau,  is  meeting  an 
appreciative  response.  Many  requests  have  been  received  from  a  wide 
variety  of  sources,  including  farmers,  appraisers,  bankers,  real  estate 
vagencies,  mortgage  institutions,  investment  houses.  State  tax  and  rail- 
road commissions,  colleges,  and  statistical  organizations.  The  reviewing 
appraiser  for  a  raidwestern  district  of  the  Federal  Farm  Loan  Bureau  or- 
dered 40  copies,  one  for  each  of  his  appraisers.  One  of  the  larger  joint 
stock  land  banks  wrote,  "In  our  opinion  your  pamphlet  is  an  extremely  sound 
resume  of  the  present  situation.  Please  send  us  a  dozen  additional  copies." 
The  Secretary  of  the  Farm  Brokers'  Association  of  the  State  of  New  York 
wrote  that  at  an  annual  meeting  "the  association  by  unanimous  vote  wish  to 
express  to  you  its  hearty  approval  and  appreciation  of  this  booklet,  believ- 
ing it  to  be  the  most  valuable  of  anything  published  by  the  Department  along 
this  line.^'  The  real  estate  and  real  estate  loan  inspector  of  a  nation- 
ally knovm  life  insurance  company  recently  wrote  that  "This  circular  has 
had  the  careful  consideration  of  all  of  the  officers  of  our  company  and 
many  of  the  directors,  and  we  feel  that  it  is  extremely  valuable  and  an 
authoritative  statement  of  the  true  conditions."  An  official  of  one  of  the 
Federal  land  banks  said,  "I  have  found  your  circulars  very  useful.  At  a 
recent  session  of  our  Federal  Land  Appraisers,  we  reviewed  your  most  recent 
circular  quite  fully."  The  California  State  Real  Estate  Department  writes 
that  "In  our  efforts  to  keep  the  subdivision  and  sale  of  agricultural  : 
lands  in  California  on  a  sane  level,  we  find  frequent  reference  to  your 
information  of  great  value."  From  a  correspondent  in  Michigan  comes  the 
observation  that  the  publication  "has  been  given  much  consideration  in  this 
State.  The  Chairman  of  the  Tax  Commission  seems  to  carry  one  around  in  his 
brief  case."  Among  the  requests  for  bulk  orders  were  The  Kansas  Coopera- 
tive Wheat  Marketing  Association,  50  copies;  the  Wheat  Grov/ers  Journal,  24 
copies;  the  Missouri  Extension  Service,  30  copies;  The  Illinois  Agricultural 
Association  30  copies,  to  supply  its  field  men;  a  member  of  Congress,  800 
copies;  and  a  witness  testifying  in  behalf  of  agricultural  interests  at  a 
railroad  rate  hearing  telegraphed  "Urgently  need  30  copies.  If  you  do  not 
have  free  supply  pay  for  them  personally  and  I  will  pay  you."  The  index 
number  of  farm  real  estate  values,  included  as  a  part  of  the  publication 
has  recently  been  made  a  component  of  its  index  of  the  general  price  level 
by  the  Mew  York  Federal  Reserve  Bank;  and  an  official  of  the  President's 
Conference  Committee  on  Federal  Valuation  of  the  Railroads  in  the  United 
States  has  written  that  "this  information  is  very  valuable  to  us  in  de- 
termining the  trend  of  the  value  of  farm  land  through  which  railroads  pass, 
and  we  are  much  indebted  to  you  for  it." 

A  considerable  number  of  colleges  and  universities  have  requested 
copies  of  "The  Farm  Real  Estate  Situation"  for  regular  classroom  purposes. 
The  subject  matter  of  the  publication  has  also  proved  a  popular  topic  on 
the  program  of  land  valuation  short  courses.  Short  courses  wholly  or  par- 
tially devoted  to  farm  land  values  and  related  topics  are  a  com.paratively 
recent  development.  During  the  year  the  Division  of  Land  Economics  par- 
ticipated in  three  of  them.

RETROACTIVE  APPOINTMENTS 
TO  FIELD  POSITIONS. 

W.  W.  Stockberger,  Director  of  Personnel  and  Business  Administra- 
tion, in  a  circular  letter  dated  March  7,  corrects  the  impression  which 
it  is  apparent  has  grown  out  of  the  language  of  a  former  letter  of  that 
office,  dated  November  5,  1928,  in  the  form  of  a  report  of  a  conference 
of  Bureau  representatives  on  Comptroller  General's  decision  S-24402,  of 
September  12,  1928,  in  the  matter  of  retroactive  appointments.  Doctor 
Stockberger  now  explains: 

"It  was  not  the  purpose  to  indicate  that  temporary  appoint- 
ments to  field  positions  by  the  Secretary  could  be  made  retroactively 
effective.  The  Comptroller  General's  decision  forbids  such  a  con- 
clusion. What  was  intended  was  to  make  clear  that  the  Comptroller 
General's  ruling  did  not  abrogate  or  affect  the  authorization  resting 
in  field  officers  of  the  Department  to  employ  temporary  field  laborers 
and  assistants  as  provided  by  paragraph  404.  The  test  is  not  whether 
the  position  is  temporary,  but  whether  it  is  one  requiring  appointment 
by  the  Secretary."

Texas,  called  last  Friday  to  see  Chris  L.  Christensen  and  J.  E, 
Wells,  Jr.,  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  E.  G.  Boerner,  Grain  In- 
vestigations section  of  the  Grain  Division,  and  G.  A.  Collier,  Grain  Market 
News  Service  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  about  increasing  the  co- 
operation which  the  respective  units  are  rendering  his  Association. 

J.  M.  Foote,  Junior  Marketing  Specialist,  resigned  from  the  Fruit 
and  Vegetable  Division  on  March  20.  Mr.  Foote  had  been  with  the  service 
since  July.  1927.  He  will  be  in  charge  of  the  administration  of  the  stand- 
ardization and  dealer  licensing  law  in  Arizona,  which  he  assisted  in  draft- 
ing %-hile  operating  the  division's  field  station  at  Phoenix  last  fall. 
The  law  was  signed  only  recently  by  the  Governor  of  the  State. 
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Associates  of  Guy  S.  Meloy,  in  charge  of  the  cotton  linters  work  of 
the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  were  greatly  relieved  to  learn  from  him  on 
Monday  that  his  son,  who  was  injured  in  an  automobile  accident  on  the  Balti- 
raore  Pike  on  March  25  and  whose  recovery  seemed  doubtful  for  several  days 
thereafter,  has  been  pronounced  out  of  danger.  Thrown  against  the  wind 
shield  when  the  machine  in  which  he  was  riding  collided  with  a  truck, 
young  Meloy 's  neck  was  badly  cut,  necessitating  the  transfusion  of  blood. 

C.  L.  Holmes,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs, 
is  spending  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  at  several  points  in  West  Virginia  where 
he  is  consulting  with  officials  of  agricultural  colleges  and  other  agri- 
cultural workers  about  farm  management  work.

D.  Curtis  Mumford,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  will 
leave  Washington  today  for  points  in  Illinois,   Iowa,  Nebraska,  Minnesota, 
and  Missouri,    to  make  economic  studies  of  large  scale  farms.    He  will  be 
in  the  field  until  the  middle  of  May. 

H.  I.  Irwin,  who  has  been  in  Washington  for  the  past  few  weeks  in 
connection  with  his  work  in  the  Grain  Futures  Administration,  has  spent 
quite  a  little  time  with  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division.  Mr.  Irwin  was 
formerly  a  member  of  the  staff  of  that  division. 

Dr.  John  D.  Black,  of  Harvard  University,  visited  the  Washington 
offices  on  March  27,  interviewing  among  others,  Mr.  Olsen,  Mr.  Tolley,  and 
Dr.  L.  C.  Gray. 

W.  H.  Youngman,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  will  go  to 
Nev/  Jersey  the  early  part  of  this  week  to  visit  representatives  of  the 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  in  regard  to  economic  studies  on  the  major 
factors  affecting  strawberry  production. 

Miss  Dorothy  G.  Gatchell  will  resign  from  the  Graphic  Section  some 
time  this  week  for  a  position  in  the  War  Department.  In  her  new  work  as 
Senior  Arts  Draftsman,  her  classification  will  be  advanced  a  grade,  she  will 
receive  a  promotion  in  salary,  and  in  addition  will  have  the  advantage  of 
working  in  the  field  of  art,  in  which  she  has  specialized  and  has  already 
made  gratifying  success.

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NEW  OFFICES  TO  BE  OPENED  UNDER 

EXPANDED  MARKET  NEWS  PROGRAM. 

The  market  news  services  of  this  Bureau  v/ill  be  expanded  on  July  1, 
next,  under  increased  appropriations  provided  by  Congress,  through  the 
establishment  of  additional  field  offices  in  the  Pacific  Northv/est  and 
South,  extension  of  the  leased  telegraph  wire  system,  and  increased  ac- 
tivities at  existing  field  offices  engaged  in  the  collection  and  dissemina- 
tion of  farm  market  news  by  radio,  telegraph,  the  press,  and  by  m^,il. 

The  leased  wire  system  will  be  extended  to  Detroit;  Cleveland;  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.;  Jackson,  Miss.;  New  Orleans;  Portland,  Ore.;  Seattle;  Spokane; 
and  Boise,   Idaho.     New  offices  will  be  opened  in  Detroit,   Cleveland,  and 

•    New  Orleans  for  the  collection  and  dissemination  of  market  reports  on  fruits 

o 

and  vegetables.  Leased  wire  connections  at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  Jackson, 
^  Miss.,  and  Boise,  Idaho,  will  distribute  market  reports  on  fruits  and  vegeta- 
^  bles,  dairy  and  poultry  products,  grain,  hay  and  feed,  and  livestock.  Through 
2  cooperative  arrangements  with  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  in  these 
^  States,  the  material  available  on  the  leased  wire  system  will  be  disseminated 
from  those  points  by  State  agencies  through  the  press,  by  mail,  radio,  and 
other  feasible  means. 
^  Extension  of  the  leased  v/ire  service  to  the  Pacific  Northv/est  will 

make  available  to  that  important  producing  section  comprehensive  market 
reports  on  fruits  and  vegetables,  dairy  and  poultry  products,  grain  and 
hay,  and  livestock.  A  new  office  for  reporting  fruits  and  vegetables  and 
dairy  and  poultry  products  will  be  opened  at  Seattle.  The  fruit  and  vegeta- 
ble news  service  will  be  expanded  at  Spokane.  The  present  bureau  offices 
at  Portland  v/ill  be  enlarged  in  order  to  expand  materially  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  market  news  service  and  the  livestock  service,  and  to  develop  a 
comprehensive  market  reporting  service  on  dairy  and  poultry  products  and 
on  grain  and  hay. 

The  Bureau  contemplates  also  that  the  grain  and  hay  market  news 
service  will  be  expanded  by  opening  an  office  at  San  Antonio  to  serve  the 
Southwest,  and  expects  to  station  a  representative  of  this  service  at  San 
Francisco.  It  is  also  planned  to  begin  the  reporting  of  locally  dressed 
meats  in  New  York  and  San  Francisco,  the  present  service  at  these  points 
being  limited  to  reporting  shipped~in  meats.  Some  additional  clerical  help 
will  be  furnished  to  certain  of  the  middle  western  livestock  reporting 
offices.  Reports  on  eggs  and  poultry  will  also  be  inaugurated  in  New  York 
and  Chicago. 

Expansion  of  the  Bureau's  market  news  service  has  been  made  neces- 
sary by  the  revolutionizing  changes  which  have  occurred  in  the  production, 
marketing,  and  consumption  of  farm  products  in  recent  years.  The  period 
has  been  marked  by  a  rapid  commercial  expansion  in  the  fruits  and  vegeta- 
bles industries  in  response   to  the  large   increase  in  the  consumption  of 
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these  products;  the  development  of  cooperative  marketing  in  all  lines  of 
agricultural  products  with  a  consequent  modernizing  of  marketing  methods, 
and  the  enormous  growth  of  cities  with  resultant  congestion  of  market  facil- 
ities . 

Completion  of  the  market  nev/s  extension  plans  will  place  in  daily 
operation  more  than  10,000  miles  of  leased  telegraph  wires  from  Coast  to 
Coast,  into  the  Northwest,  the  Southwest,  Southeast  and  South. 


PLANS  DEVELOP  FOR  EXTENDED  RADIO 

MARKET  NEWS  SERVICE  IN  CALIFORNIA. 


The  principal  producing  centers  of  California  will  be  reached  through 
the  proposed  extension  of  the  short  v/ave  radio  network  over  which  this 
Bureau  and  the  California  Division  of  Markets  are  broadcasting  a  joint 
market  news  service.  B.  H.  Critchfield,  Chief  of  the  California  Division  of 
Markets,  writes  that  plans  for  this  extended  service  are  already  under  way. 

At  least  a  dozen  different  points  will  be  covered  under  the  new 
program.  The  plan  is  to  place  a  radio  operator,  usually  in  the  local  farm 
bureau  offices,  who  v/ill  keep  in  contact  by  telephone  with  the  grov/ers  of 
the  various  commodities  and  advise  the  California  Division  of  Markets  of 
market  changes.  The  Division,  in  turn,  will  issue  information  furnished 
by  the  operator  to  interested  newspapers  or  growers. 

Mr.  Critchfield  states  that  the  communities  throughout  the  State 
are  taking  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  this  development  and  are  generously 
cooperating  in  the  matter  of  funds.  He  mentions  particularly  the  town  of 
Salinas  which  is  raising  a  sum  more  than  equal  the  Division's  appropriation 
for  a  year-round  short  wave  radio  station  and  salary  of  the  market  reporter. 
This  will  serve  the  Salinas-Watsonville  district  and  will  be  a  very  important 
link  in  the  market  information  service.  The  district,  which  is  nov/  the 
leading  lettuce  shipping  district  of  the  State,  has  a  long  season,  and  many 
other  truck  crops  are  developing  which  will  give  the  section  a  year-round 
season. 


BUREAU  REPRESENTATIVES  ELECTED  TO 
TECHNICAL  EMPLOYEES'  COUNCIL. 

A  meeting  v;as  held  in  the  Conference  Room  of  the  Bieber  Building 
last  Friday  of  the  professional  and  sub-professional  employees  of  the  Bureau, 
at  which  two  representatives  were  elected  to  the  Council  of  the  Association 
of  Professional  Employees  of  the  Department.  A  nominating  committee,  com- 
posed of  Chas.  A.  Burmeister,  chairman,  M.  R.  Cooper,  and  G.  A.  Collier, 
had  first  named  five  employees  and  two  additional  ones  were  named  from 
the  floor.  From  this  number,  Joseph  A.  Becker  of  the  Division  of  Crop 
and  Livestock  Estimates,  and  Miss  Emily  E.  Clark  of  the  Chief's  office, 
Y/ere  elected  to  the  Council. 

Mr.  Becker  announced  that  he  was  furnishing  each  of  the  divisions 
in  Washington  with  a  copy  of  the  Association's  proposed  constitution.  After 
the  organization  takes  more  definite  shape,  additional  copies  of  the  con- 
stitution will  be  made  and  furnished  to  each  technical  employee  in  the 
field. 
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TALKS  AT  LUNCHSCN  STRESS  WOMAN'S 

II^PORTANCE  IN  BUSINESS  WORLD. 

If  there  can  be  such  a  thing  as  guests  making  one  feel  at  home, 
that  was  the  situation  at  the  Women's  Luncheon  at  the  City  Club,  Wednesday, 
April  3.  The  friendliness  and  sincerity  of  the  short  addresses  of  the 
executive  group  —  Mr.  Olsen,  Mr,  Kitchen,  Mr.  Tolley,  Mr.  Marquis  and 
Mr.  Hughes  —  seem  to  have  reached  personally  each  woman  present,  at  least 
the  numerous  happy  remarks  about  the  luncheon  lead  the  editor  to  believe 
that.  Apparently,  it  is  the  opinion  of  all  that  this  was  quite  the  best 
luncheon  we  have  had. 

The  key  note  of  the  talks  was  the  phenomenal  growth  the  Bureau  has 
already  had  in  its  16  years  of  existence,  the  absolute  faith  of  all  of  the 
men  in  the  future  development  of  the  Bureau,  and  the  conviction  that  the 
opportunities  here  are  as  good  or  better  for  both  men  and  women  than  in 
any  other  branch  of  the  service,  Their  enthusiasm  could  not  help  but  have 
its  effect  in  the  attitude  of  all  of  us  toward  our  work. 

In  a  hurried  but  finished  talk  before  returning  to  the  Capitol  v/ith 
Secretary  Hyde,  Mr.  Olsen 's  graceful  acknov/led^ment  of  woman's  important 
place  in  the  business  world  and  her  contribution  to  the  building  up  of  the 
Bureau,  introduced  him  to  our  women  v/orkers  under  the  most  favorable  cir- 
cumstances. Mr.  Olsen 's  remarks  inspired  confidence  in  his  leadership  and 
v/ere  enthusiastically  received. 

Mr.  Kitchen,  v/ho  has  "grown  up"  with  the  Bureau,  briefly  traced  its 
development,  using  the  market  news  work  as  an  example.  He  called  attention 
to  the  handful  of  employees  in  the  organization  at  the  time  he  came  into 
the  Bureau  in  1914  and  the  present  size  of  its  personnel,  approximately 
2300.  He  said  it  was  an  inspiration  to  see  so  many  of  us  gathered  together 
at  one  time  (incidentally,  there  were  285  at  the  luncheon  counting  the  guests) 
and  he  regretted  that  it  was  not  possible  to  bring  together  every  member  of 
the  force,  in  the  field  as  well  as  in  Washington,  at  a  similar  gathering. 
The  rest  of  us,  too,  regretted  the  absence  of  our  fellow  workers  in  the 
field.  Mr.  Kitchen  said  he  believed  that  at  the  women's  luncheons  a  larger 
group  of  Bureau  v---rkers  are  brought  together  than  at  any  other  event  of  the 
year. 

Mr.  Tolley  made  his  official  bow  to  the  women  with  an  interesting, 
enthusiastic  talk  about  the  research  work.  He  generously  credited  our 
women  with  a  large  share  of  getting  the  results  of  research  out  to  the 
public.  He  sees  great  growth  ahead  in  this  field,  in  which  the  women  will 
continue  to  take  an  important  part. 

In  a  lighter  vein,  lv!r.  Marquis  related  a  number  of  humorous  stories 
which  he  appropriately  applied  to  what  he  called  the  "pitiless  publicity" 
policy  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Information.  He  very  cleverly  got  over 
to  us  that  the  telephone  and  telegraph  are  a  poor  means  of  publicity  com- 
pared with  "tell  a  woman." 

Mr.  Hughes,  who  has  been  with  the  Bureau  practically  since  its  in- 
ception, gave  us  some  interesting  facts  about  woman  in  the  Government  service. 
The  first  woman  to  enter  the  service,  he  said,  v/as  Miss  Jennie  Douglass,  who 
v/as  appointed  by  General  Spinner,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  1S52.  There 
was  no  legislation  against  the  employment  of  v;omen  prior  to  that  date,  but 
it  was  a  decided  innovation,  for  the  general  employment  of  women  \va,s  not 
sanctioned  until  a  few  years  later.  Then  a  few  positions  were  created  by  an 
Act  of  Congress,  at  a  salary  of  $720  per  annum,  specifically  for  women  and 
for  service  in  the  Post  Office  Department.  This  was  followed  by  the  Act 
of  July  12,  1870,  which  provided  that  "women  may  in  the  discretion  of  the 
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head  of  any  department,  be  appointed  to  any  of  the  clerkships  therein  au- 
thorized by  la-.v,  upon  the  same  requisites  and  conditions,  and  with  the  same 
compensation  as  are  prescribed  for  men."  Women  proved  their  ability  to  fill 
important  posts  during  the  World  War,  at  which  time  they  assumed  positions 
in  executive,  administrative  and  technical  capacities,  filling  them  so 
creditably  that  they  have  continued  to  hold  these  or  equivalent  positions 
since.  Today  there  are  over  80,000  women  employed  under  Civil  Service.  Mr. 
Hughes  called  attention  to  outstanding  women  who  have  held  or  are  holding 
positions  of  responsibility  in  the  Federal  Service.  He  mentioned  particular- 
ly Mrs.  Helen  H.  Gardener,  whom  President  7/ilson  recommended  for  appointment 
as  a  member  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  on  March  22,  1920,  in  order  that 
the  army  of  women  workers  in  the  service  might  be  adequately  represented  in 
Civil  Service  procedure.  "No  one  ever  gained  more  respect  for  the  woman  in 
office  than  did  Mrs.  Gardener",  Mr.  Hughes  said,  adding:  "She  not  only  was 
an  efficient  and  able  executive,  but  the  discharge  of  her  duties  was  con~ 
sistently  marked  by  consideration  of  the  human  element  and  the  'other  fel- 
Icv's'  point  of  view.  Her  death  on  July  26,  1925,  was  a  distinct  loss  to 
the  Federal  service  *** ,  She  was  followed  by  Miss  Jessie  Dell,  the  present 
Commissioner. " 

Of  the  2299  employees  in  the  Bureau,  approximately  900  are  women. 
Mr.  Hughes  stated  that  an  analysis  of  the  salaries  paid  in  the  Department 
indicates  that  in  the  majority  of  our  classification  grades,  the  average 
salary  paid  to  our  workers  exceeds  the  average  salary  of  the  workers  in 
the  same  grade  for  the  entire  Department. 

The  women  of  the  Bureau  eve  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  a 
vote  of  thanks  for  their  splendid  work  in  making  the  luncheon  a  success. 
The  flowers  and  music  added  greatly  to  the  occasion.  Miss  Emily  E.  Clark 
won  the  admiration  of  all  with  the  ease  and  ability  with  which  she  presided 
as  toastmistress.

Several  years  ago  as  an  item  of  economy,  the  use  of  8  x  7  inch  letter- 
heads and  thin  sheets  was  inaugurated.  For  a  time  their  use  was  quite  gen- 
eral, but  within  the  last  year  or  so  the  demand  has  greatly  declined  and  the 
Stores  Section  is  left  with  a  large  stock  on  hand.  It  is  desired  to  stim- 
ulate the  use  of  this  stock  as  far  as  practicable  until  at  least  the  present 
supply  is  used  up.  It  is,  therefore,  requested  that  beginning  at  once,  all 
offices  of  the  Bureau  substitute,  wherever  possible,  the  use  of  8  x  7  let- 
terheads and  thin  sheets  for  the  regular  8  x  10 j  size.  This  stock  is  es- 
pecially  adaptable    for  a   large   portion   of   intra-Bureau  correspondence. 
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DRESSED  POULTRY  INSPECTION 

EXTENDED  TO  MINNESOTA  FIPxM. 


The  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  will  provide  an  inspection 
service  on  dressed  poultry  and  the  edible  products  thereof  for  the  George 
A.  Horjnel  Company,  at  the  latter 's  plant  at  Austin,  Minnesota,  under  a  re- 
cently completed  agreement  betv/een  that  company,  the  Minnesota  State  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  and  this  Bureau.  Dr.  C.  Edmonds,  a  licensed  in- 
spector of  the  division's  New  York  poultry  inspection  staff,  v/ill  be  as- 
signed to  Minnesota  as  the  Federal-State  Supervisor  of  the  inspection  service 
and  is  expected  to  report  there  for  duty  about  April  15. 

The  George  A.  Hormel  Company  plans  to  put  out  dravm,  whole  chickens, 
cooked  in  the  cans,  an  innovation  in  the  poultry  canning  business, 


"THE  GOVERNMENT  MADS  AN 

ADVERTISER  OUT  OF  US." 

Under  the  above  caption.  Printers*  Ink,  issue  of  March  28,  192S,  car- 
ries an  article  about  the  increased  business  of  a  large  New  York  packing 
concern  as  a  result  of  referring  in  their  advertising  to  the  inspection 
service  which  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  has  been  extend- 
ing to  it  since  May,  1928.  The  article,  quoting  the  company's  president, 
reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"Every  label  on  our  products  informs  the  consumer  that  the  con- 
tents of  the  can  or  jar  is  'Inspected  and  Certified  by  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  That  statement  is  not  only  quoted  in 

our  advertising  but  the  statement  itself  is  responsible  for  our  being 
advertisers.  *** 

"In  1906  the  Meat  Inspection  Act  became  operative  and  the  Bureau 
of  Animal  Industry  v,'as  formed.  The  act  provided  that  there  could  be 
no  interstate  shipment  of  meat  animals  unless  they  were  Government 
inspected.  There  was  no  provision  in  the  act  which  provided  for  the 
inspection  of  poultry,  notv/ithstanding  the  fact  that  poultry,  gen- 
erally speaking,  runs  as  high  proportionately  in  disease  as  meat  ani- 
mals. The  New  York  Board  of  Health,  on  one  of  its  rounds,  visited 
our  plant  and  made  an  unfavorable  report  on  some  of  the  poultry  found 
there.  This  incident  had  a  harmful  reaction,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  we  had  purchased  the  poultry  from  reliable  sources  and  we  had  a 
right  to  believe  it  was  in  first  class  condition. 

"We  realized  that  the  answer  to  our  problem  would  be  found  in 
obtaining  official  Government  inspection  of  our  poultry.  I  went  to 
Washington  and  saw  Roy  C.  Potts,  in  charge  of  the  dairy  and  poultry 
division  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 

"Upon  the  completion  of  arrangements  for  inspection  we  were  per- 
mitted to  put  on  our  labels  the  legend,  'Inspected  and  Certified  by 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.' 

We  were  convinced,  with  our  Government  guarantee,  that  we  had  a 
message  for  our  products  that  would  appeal  to  the  public  and  we  set 
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out  to  capitalize  it.  *** 

"Starting  with  our  announcement  of  Government  inspection,  which 
gave  us  a  genuine  and  new  sales  argument,  our  subsequent  advertise- 
ments have  brought  us  results  which  are  reflected  in  the  growth  of 
both  chain  as  well  as  independent  dealer  distribution  and  in  the  sale 
of  products  to  consumers  representing  an  increase  in  volume  of  mor© 
than  250  per  cent." 


LIVESTOCK  MARKET  NEWS  ONLY  SOURCE  OF 

MARKET  INFORMATION  FOR  SOME  SHIPPERS. 

One  way  in  which  the  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  office  of  the  Livestock, 
Meats  and  Wool  Division  has  found  out  that  some  shippers  depend  exclusively 
upon  the  radio  mai'^ket  news  service  for  their  market  information  is  by  the 
number  of  complaints  received  there  v/hen  WBAP  infrequently  fails  to  broad- 
cast. 

A  recent  letter  from  Sterling  Emens,  in  charge  of  the  Fort  Worth 
office,  states: 

"On  one  day  recently,  when  the  antennae  of  the  set  was  being 
repaired,  and  we  were  unable  to  broadcast  the  1.00  p.m.  market  re- 
port, two  of  the  larger  Fort  Worth  commission  firms  received  phone 
calls  and  telegrams  from  several  of  their  customers,  at  about  1.30  p.m., 
these  wire  inquiries  requesting  immediate  information  on  the  day's 
hog  market  at  Fort  Worth.  In  each  case,  the  shipper  explained  that  he 
had  tried  to  get  the  market  ever  radio,  but  for  some  reason  could  not 
bring  in  this  station, 

"On  another  occasion,  when  new  equipment  was  being  installed 
by  WBAP.  the  station  remained  off  the  air  for  about  three  days.  So 
many  ixiqairies  were  received  by  commission  firms  about  the  failure 
of  the  radio  service,  that  one  firm  issued  a  circular  letter  to  its 
customers,  explaining  why  WBAP  had  been  silent  and  advising  that  the 
regular  radio  market  news  service  would  (on  that  day)  be  resumed."

Two  illustrated  booklets  of 
the  Board  will  be  distributed  at  each  demonstration,  one  shoz/ing  new, 
rapid  and  practical  cutting  methods  for  making  Mock  Duck,  Saratoga  Chops, 
Rolled  Breast,  Rolled  Shoulder,  Crown  Roast,  American  Leg,  "French"  Leg, 
English  Lamb  Chop,  Steaks  from  the  Leg,  Center  Steaks  from  Leg,  Steaks 
from  the  Shoulder,  and  Neck  Slices,  and  the  other  giving  a  collection  of 
menus  featuring  selected  lamb  receipes. 

The  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  has  arranged  to  make  a 
film  in  the  Motion  Picture  Laboratory,  during  the  week  of  the  demonstra- 
tions, showing  how  all  the  retail  cuts  of  lamb  are  made.

St.  Emma  School  of  Powhatan  County,  Virginia,  is  an  interesting  place, 
according  to  Dr.  W,  J.  Spillman  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and 
Costs,  who  with  Dr.  C.  B.  Smith  of  the  Extension  Service,  recently  paid  a 
two  day  visit  to  that  institution. 

The  school  is  maintained  for  the  benefit  of  colored  boys,  of  which 
there  are  about  150  in  attendance.  Each  of  the  boys  is  taught  a  trade  and 
the  work  is  done  so  thoroughly  they  have  no  difficulty  in  getting  employment 
at  their  trades  when  they  have  finished  the  course,  v/hich  covers  four  years. 

The  school  has  1700  acres  of  land  and  some  excellent  farming  is  done 
on  this  land.  Some  500  acres  of  it  is  fine  alluvial  soil  in  the  James  river 
bottom.  This  region  is  one  that  formerly  grew  a  type  of  tobacco  for  which 
the  market  has  disappeared.  Dairying  is  now  developing  and  Dr.  Spillman 
caw  many  fields  of  fine  looking  alfalfa.

He  said  he  v/ould  try  our  office 
first,  and  that  if  we  didn't  have  it,  it  would  be  the  first  thing  he  had 
ever  asked  us  for  that  we  could  not  give  him.  We  had  the  information  he

state  marketing  officials,  representing  twelve  States  of  the  Atlantic 
States  Division  of  the  National  Association  of  Marketing  Officials,  met 
with  officials  of  this  Bureau  in  Washington  on  April  16,  for  a  general 
discussion  of  current  problems  in  marketing  the  perishable  crops  of  the 
eastern  States.  State  representatives  were  present  at  the  meeting  from 
New  York.  Maryland,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware.  New  Jersey,  Maine,  West 
Virginia,  Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts,  Virginia,  and  North  Carolina. 

The  chief  topics  of  discussion  included  the  marketing  of  potatoes 
in  15-pound  packages;  the  unified  grading  and  labeling  program  of  the  New 
England  States;  shipping  point  auctions  in  Delaware,  New  Jersey,  and  Mary- 
land; licensing  and  bonding  of  commission  merchants,  and  the  grading  of 
produce  for  canning  factories.  W.  W.  Oley  of  the  New  Jersey  Division  of 
Markets  was  elected  Chairman,  and  Laurence  A.  Sevan  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bureau  of  Markets  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Atlantic  States  Division  for 
the  ensuing  year.

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EXTENSION  WOKK  HANDICAPPFD  BY  LACK 
OF  LOCAL  INFORMATION. 

H.  M.  Dixon,  in  charge  of  Farm  Management  Extension  work,  has 
recently  returned  from  a  trip  to  a  number  of  the  Central  and  Western 
States.  He  attended  a  number  of  outlook  and  other  economic  meetings,  and 
reports  that  interest  in  outlook  work  in  these  States  is  now  centering 
more  on  the  problem  of  obtaining  local  information  in  applying  such  facts. 
In  California  the  county  agents  have  conducted  263  outlook  meetings  with 
an  attendance  of  over  16,000.  About  18,000  copies  of  the  State  outlook 
report  were  distributed  the  first  three  weeks  after  its  issuance. 

The  California  Extension  Service  has  also  made  outstanding  progress 
in  enterprise  efficiency  studies,  having  closed  over  1,700  records  last 
year.  Through  the  development  of  this  line  of  work  and  that  of  commodity 
economic  analysis  studies,  increased  appropriations,  amounting  to  $37,500, 
have  been  received  during  the  past  three  years.  This  development  of  the  Farm 
Management  Extension  program  over  this  period  has  approached  the  spectacular, 
and  the  method  of  work  and  the  results  in  that  State  warrant  careful  study 
by  other  States,  Mr.  Dixon  thinks. 

Extension  program  building  work  in  many  States  at  this  time  is 
facing  a  serious  problem  by  the  lack  of  local  economic  facts.  It  is  the 
feeling  of  some,  Mr.  Dixon  reports,  that  this  work,  as  important  as  it  is, 
should  not  be  attempted  in  many  States  until  more  local  information  is  at 
hand.  Farmers  are  inclined  to  expect  more  from  program  work  than  can  be 
attained  until  more  local  information  is  available. 

Mr.  Dixon  says  that  all  States  visited  reported  increased  demand  this 
past  v/inter  for  various  phases  of  economic  Extension,  work. 

IMMEDIATE  ACKNOWLEDGMENT  SHOWS 

FIRM  APPRECIATES  QUICK  SERVICE. 

Last  week  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  answered  an 
inquiry  from  Selected  Industries  Incorporated,  New  York  City,  on  the  same 
day  it  was  received,  sending  the  requested  information  by  special  delivery 
mail.  The  letter,  which  left  the  division  at  4.25  p.m.  on  April  18,  ap- 
parently went  out  of  Washington  on  the  6.00  p.m.  train,  arriving  in  New  York 
the  same  night.  H.  G.  Friedman,  Vice  President  of  the  Company,  must  have 
sat  right  down  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  information,  for  in  the  first 
mail  on  April  19  the  division  received  his  letter  of  thanks. 

NEW  TESTING  CABINET  FACII ITATES 

FORK  OF  STANDARD  CONTAINER  PROJECT. 

The  Standard  Container  project  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vege- 
tables has  just  installed  a  new  testing  cabinet  for  use  in  making  bulk- 
for-bulk  tests.  This  cabinet  was  designed  and  built  under  the  direction  of 
J.  F.  Barghausen,  after  consulting  with  those  employed  in  the  project's 
testing  laboratory,  and  has  materially  reduced  both  the  time  and  labor  in- 
volved in  making  tests. 
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DAIRY  AND  POULTRY  PLAN  TO  ESTABLISH 

GRADING  SERVICES  AT  SEVERAL  NEW  POINTS. 

The  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  will  probably  extend  its 
grading  services  to  several  organizations  in  as  many  cities,  as  a  result  of 
a  recent  trip  of  Roy  C.  Potts. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  cooperative  agreements  with  the 
Detroit  Board  of  Commerce  which  will  enable  the  division  to  establish  an 
egg  grading  service  in  the  plants  of  Clarence  J.  Chandler  &  Son  and  the 
Great  Lakes  Terminal  Warehouse  Company.  If  the  agreements  are  completed, 
a  licensed  egg  grader  will  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  egg  grading  service 
for  each  of  these  firms.  The  Michigan  Department  of  Agriculture,  before 
whom  this  proposition  was  placed,  did  not  have  authority  to  conduct  a  grad- 
ing service  on  eggs  and  accordingly  cooperation  in  the  undertaking  was 
entered  into  with  the  Detroit  Board  of  Commerce. 

The  V^isconsin  Cheese  Producers  Federation  has  applied  for  a  Federal- 
State  grading  service  on  aged  American  cheese,  of  which  it  has  on  hand 
more  than  15  carloads.  Thi:>  service,  if  rendered,  will  be  undertaken  in 
cooperation  with  the  Wisconsin  Department  of  Markets.  The  Federation  has 
urged  that  the  service  be  furnished  at  a  very  early  date. 

At  other  points  visited,  Mr.  Potts  discussed  plans  for  cooperation 
with  interested  agencies,  as  a  result  of  which  definite  plans  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  division's  grading  services  will  probably  be  developed  later. 

LIVESTOCK  FIELD  OFFICES  ISSUING 
SPECIAL  REPORTS  FOR  BANKS. 

The  Sioux  City  office  of  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool 
has  just  completed  arrangements  with  the  Livestock  National  Bank  of  that 
city,  for  the  release  of  a  weekly,  cooperative  report  known  as  "The  Bankers 
Special  Weekly  Livestock  Market  Review."  The  service  was  inaugurated  on 
April  2,  with  approximately  250  banking  and  financial  institutions  on  the 
initial  mailing  list. 

The  division  has  been  releasing  similar  reports  from  several  other 
field  offices  for  the  last  few  years,  with  excellent  results,  many  of  the 
financial  institutions  having  commended  the  service  very  highly  and  utilized 
the  reports  not  only  for  their  own  convenience  and  information  in  connection 
with  livestock  loans,  but  posted  the  reports  in  their  lobbies  for  the  inform- 
ation of  their  patrons.

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MR.  ESTABROOK  WPITES  FROM  ECUADOR. 

Mr.  Estabrook  has  been  operating  successfully  in  Central  America, 
in  the  interest  of  the  Y^orld  Census  of  Agriculture,  since  he  completed 
his  Christmas  vacation  in  Washington  last  January.  His  latest  communi- 
cation to  the  Bureau  is  dated  at  Guayaquil,  Ecuador,  March  25,  In  inter- 
views with  the  Ecuadorean  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  the  Director  of 
Agriculture  he  was  assured  that  the  Government  of  Ecuador  would  cooper- 
ate to  the  fullest  extent  in  the  census  project. 

Mr.  Estabrook  gives  a  graphic  picture  of  Guayaquil,  which  is  the 
largest  and  most  important  port  tov/n  of  Ecuador.  It  is  on  a  river  more 
than  a  mile  vdde  and  forty  miles  from  the  sea.  It  has  one  main,  broad 
well  paved  street,  with  many  unpaved  side  streets  that  are  under  water.  On 
the  main  streets  some  of  the  buildings  are  European  in  structure  but  the 
■aain  part  of  the  city  is  built  of  split  bamboo  on  piles. 

The  railway  station  is  on  the  other  side  of  the  river  at  Duran, 
about  four  miles  from  Guyaquil,  and  is  reached  by  an  ancient,  wheezy 
steam  ferry  boat.  From  Duran  to  the  foot  of  the  Andes,  a  distance  of 
about  forty  miles,  the  railway  traverses  a  great  swamp,  mostly  under  water 
and  grown  up  to  reeds,  hybiscus,  and  coarse  grass.  In  this  region  are  to 
oe  seen  a  few  rice  fields,  sugar  cane  fields  and  mills,  cocoa  groves,  and 
small  tovms  with  houses  of  split  bamboo  on  piles  some  ten  or  more  feet  above 
the  mud  and  water  beneath.  The  next  SO  to  100  miles  is  up  a  canon,  along  a 
roaring  mountain  torrent,  between  lofty  mountain  slopes  of  clay  with  em- 
beded  boulders,  the  soft  material  coming  down  every  rainy  season  in  the 
form  of  landslides  and  avalanches.  Mr.  Estabrook  says  that  the  train  on 
which  he  rode  was  interrupted  by  three  or  four  of  these  slides,  which  a 
force  of  v/ork  men  with  dynamite  and  shovels  had  to  remove  before  the  train 
could  proceed.  Instead  of  arriving  at  Riobamba  at  6  p.m.,  where  the 
travelers  were  to  spend  the  night,  the  train  arrived  at  4  a.m.  the  next 
morning.  Tropical,  equatorial  heat  in  the  lowlands  was  experienced,  but 
during  the  night  at  elevations  of  9,000  feet  it  v/as  near  freezing. 

From  Riobamba  to  Quito,  a  distance  of  about  160  miles,  the  road 
traverses  a  great,  undulating,  treeless  plateau  at  an  elevation  of  more 
than  9,000  feet,  with  mountain  ranges  on  either  side,  some  individual 
peaks,  such  as  Chimborazo  and  Cotopaxo,  above  21,000  feet.  The  entire 
surface  of  the  plateau  and  mountain  sides  to  the  snow  line  is  under  cul- 
tivation, and  was  probably  under  cultivation  centuries  before  the  Spanish 
conquest,  Mr.  Estabrook  says.  The  plateau  and  mountain  sides  are  green 
with  fields  of  wheat,  maize,  potatoes,  alfalfa,  other  legumes,  and  meadows, 
dotted  with  eucalyptus  groves,  orchards,  and  small  flocks  of  sheep  and  herds 
of  cattle.  In  the  four  day  trip  to  and  from  Quito,  Mr.  Estabrook  did  not 
see  a  single  human  being  in  the  fields,  or  a  single  agricultural  tool  or 
implement,  or  wagon,  or  machine.  Outside  of  tov/ns  and  villages  the  only 
habitations  are  adobe  huts  for  people  of  European  descent  and  straw  huts 
for  the  Indians.  Apparently  more  than  95  per  cent  of  the  population  are 
Indians,  and  there  are  few  Europeans  other  than  Spanish,  and  no  Asiatics, 
except  a  few  Chinese  merchants  in  the  towns,  who  are  hated  by  the  natives 
because  they  work  and  prosper.  Apparently,  too,  the  only  people  who  work 
in  Ecuador  are  the  Indian  women  who  carry  enormous  burdens  on  their  backs, 
plus  an  infant,  and  spin  v/hil©  they  dog  trot  across  country.

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BUREAU  MEN  SUCCESSFUL  CONTESTANTS 
FOR  FELLOWSHIP  AWARDS. 

Again  two  Bureau  members  -  this  time  Charles  F.  Sarle  and  J.  B. 
Gibbs,  ooth  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  ~  are  among 
the  successful  applicants  for  the  research  fellov/ships  in  agricultural 
economics  and  rural  sociology  offered  by  the  Social  Science  Research  Coun- 
cil, Mr.  Sarle,  Senior  Agricultural  Statistician,  is  attached  to  the  divi- 
sion's Washington  staff;  Mr.  Gibbs,  Assistant  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimator, 
is  in  charge  of  the  division's  field  office  at  Charleston,  West  Virginia. 
Last  year,  it  will  be  remembered,  J.  B.  Hutson,  of  the  Division  of  Farm 
Management  and  Costs,  and  Clarence  M.  Purves,  of  the  Division  of  Statistical 
and  Historical  Research,  were  the  successful  contestants  from  this  Bureau. 

Both  Mr.  Sarle  and  Mr.  Gibbs  will  enter  Columbia  University  next 
fall  to  take  advanced  work  in  agricultural  economics. 

This  is  the  second  year  the  Council  has  made  these  fellowships  avail- 
able. The  plan  will  be  continued  for  three  more  years  in  an  effort  to  meet 
a  need  for  workers  with  more  advanced  learning  in  the  two  fields,  $30,000 
being  set  aside  each  year  for  this  purpose.  The  Council,  which  is  composed 
of  the  American  Economic,  Statistical,  Psychological.  Sociological,  Political 
Science,  Historical  and  Anthropological  Societies,  made  an  investigation  a 
couple  years  ago  in  which  they  found  an  "urgent  need"  for  trained  investi- 
gators in  agricultural  research;  also  that  the  training  of  those  engaged  in 
such  research  "is  on  the  whole  far  behind  that  of  the  group  engaged  in  re- 
search in  industry."

TELEPHONE  COMPANY  TO  USE  MAPS 

FROM  BUREAU  IN  EXPANSION  PROGRAM,. 

As  evidence  of  the  broad  and  sometimes  unexpected  deaiands  for  Bureau 
material,  the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Company,  a  subsidiary  of  the 
American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  have  obtained  a  set  of  two  maps 
prepared  by  Dr.  C.  J.  Galpin,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Population 
and  Rural  Life,  which  they  plan  to  use  in  considering  an  expansion  program. 
One  map  shows  the  average  value  per  acre  of  farm  land  and  buildings  by 
counties,  correlated  with  farm  population;  and  a  companion  map,  the  average 
value  of  land  and  buildings  per  farm  by  counties,  correlated  with  farm 
population.  The  two  maps  in  conjunction  give  a  picture  of  the  basic  land 
economic  conditions,  determining  broadly  the  upper  and  lower  levels  of  liv- 
ing among  farmers.  Two  executives  of  the  local  office  of  the  Telephone 
Company  saw  the  maps  upon  a  recent  visit  to  Doctor  Galpin 's  office,  and  re- 
quested copies  of  them  for  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  for 
use  in  determining  when  and  to  what  extent  the  company  is  justified  in  ex- 
panding rural  telephone  communication. 
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FORTY-FIVE  HOUR  EXTENSION 

TRIP  CROWDED  WITH  ACTIVITY. 

James  K.  Wallace,  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool,  gave  short 
grading  demonstrations  at  six  farms,  on  April  18,  as  a  part  of  the  program 
of  the  annual  spring  tour  of  beef  cattle  farms  around  Marion,  Smyth  County, 
Virginia.  The  tour,  arranged  by  County  Agent  P.  E.  Bird,  was  the  best  of 
the  four  which  have  been  held,  Mr.  Wallace  reports.  Of  the  110  people  in 
attendance,  20  were  from  Tennessee. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  v/as  to  observe  steers  wintered  under  dif- 
ferent pen  and  pasture  conditions,  and  with  different  rations,  to  note  not 
only  spring  weights  and  condition  before  the  steers  are  put  on  grass,  but 
also  to  compare  costs  of  wintering  under  the  several  types  of  feeding.  At 
marketing  time  final  weights  will  be  taken  and  costs  figured. 

Approximately  700  head  of  2,  3  and  4-year  old  steers  were  seen  at 
the  11  farms  which  are  cooperating  with  the  Extension  Service.  Their  weights 
ranged  from  approximately  1,170  to  1,490  pounds. 

As  giving  some  idea  of  what  a  short  trip  on  extension  work  involves, 
Mr.  Wallace  reports: 

"I  covered  on  this  trip  660  miles  in  railroad  or  bus  travel 
to  go  to  Marion  and  back  to  Washington;  traveled  85  miles  from  8  a.m. 
to  7  p.m.  by  automobile  to  visit  the  11  farms;  gave  six  short  grad- 
ing demonstrations  with  the  quiet  steers;  a  marketing  talk  of  20 
or  30  minutes  after  the  noon  dinner;  forded  the  Holston  River  three 
times;  hurried  17  miles  over  the  top  of  Walker  Mountain  from  Rich 
Valley  to  catch  the  evening  local  which  v/as  just  whistling  for  Marion 
v/hen  we  arrived.;  reached  Roanoke  at  11.30  p.m.,  in  time  for  supper; 
and  at  12.25  a.m.  took  a  sleeper  into  7ifashington,  arriving  at  6.55 
a.m.  the  next  morning.  The  time  out  of  Washington  for  the  above  was 
less  than  45  hours . " 


UTILIZATION  OF  RURAL  SOCIOLOGICAL  RESEARCH 
IN  EXTENSION  WORK  BEING  STUDIED. 

As  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Social  and  Economic  Re- 
search in  Agriculture,  of  the  Social  Science  Research  Council,  Dr.  C.  J. 
Galpin,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life,  has 
been  authorized  to  make  a  study  of  rural  sociological  research  in  the  United 
States  in  its  bearing  upon  a  program  of  utilization  in  extension  work  and 
adult  education.  Doctor  Galpin  has  associated  with  himself  in  this  study 
Prof.  C.  E.  Lively  of  Ohio  State  University,  Dr.  C.  C.  Zimmerman,  of  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota,  and  Prof.  B.  L.  Hummel,  of  Virginia  Polytechnic  In- 
stitute. One  meeting  has  already  been  held  in  Washington  to  set  up  the 
study  and  a  second  meeting  is  planned  for  the  middle  of  June  for  final  con- 
sideration of  the  report.  It  is  expected  that  the  study  will  be  in  mimeo- 
graphed form  by  September  1.

POOLING  AS  PRACTICED  BY  COOPERATIVES,  including  both  advantages  and 
methods,  is  discussed  briefly  by  Chris  L.  Christensen  in  Misc.  Pub.  14,  nov7 
available.  The  advantages  mentioned  are  improvement  of  bargaining  power  of 
individual  growers,  elimination  of  waste,  spreading  market  risks  among  all 
members,  and  the  possibilities  of  market  expansion. 

CONTAINERS  USED  IN  SHIPPING  FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES  are  described  and 
illustrated  by  H.  A.  Spilman  and  R.  W.  Davis  in  Farmers  Bulletin  1579  which 
has  come  from  the  press  before  the  heavy  shipping  season  of  perishables. 
Without  recommending  one  type  over  another,  this  bulletin  sets  forth,  under 
each  commodity,  what  containers  are  used  and  those  most  favored  by  important 
shipping  sections.  The  increase  in  carload  shipments  and  the  increasing 
penetration  into  one  section  of  types  of  containers  popular  in  other  sec- 
tions, and  the  keen  competition  between  many  producing  sections  are  among 
the  factors  that  make  desirable  the  widespread  knowledge  regarding  all  con- 
tainers.

Mr.  Olsen  v/ill  attend  the  session  on  April  3D  of  the  17th  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Chamber  of  CoacierGe  of  the  United  States,  to  be  held  from 
.'Ipril  29  to  May  3,  inclusive,  at  the  Mayflov/er  Hotel  in  this  city.  He  v/ill 
lead  the  discussion  on  that  date  at  a  round  table  conference  on  the  subject 
of  "Marketing  of  Agricultural  Products." 

C.  W.  Crickman  joined  the  force  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management 
and  Costs  on  April  15  as  Agricultural  Economist.

3ERIIN  OFFICE  BECOMING 

IMCREA SINGLY  ACTIVE. 


Loyd  V.  Steere,  Agricultural  Commissicner  to  Germany,  who  arrived 
in  Washington  last  week  for  a  brief  psricd  of  consultation  with  administra- 
tive heads,  is  enthusiastic  over  the  work  of  the  Berlin  office  and  the 
character  of  services  of  its  staff. 

Mr.  Steere,  who  has  been  in  Berlin  for  three  years,  for  two  years  in 
charge  of  that  office,  reports  progress  in  the  work  and  improvement  in  the 
sources  of  information.     His  continuous  connection  with  that  office  has 
been  of  advantage,  Mr.  Steere  says,   in  affording  an  opportunity  to  survey 
the  field  of  work,  to  weed  out,  select  and  improve  the  class  of  information 
^      which  is  being  collected,  to  strengthen  the  reports,  and  broaden  the  scope 
a      of  the  service.     About  150  publications  are  now  being  received  in  the  of- 
fice,  including  daily,  v/'eekly  and  monthly  publications,  such  as  trade  re- 
o      ports,  trade  letters,   newspapers,    etc.,  on  which  the  office  depends  large- 
ho      ly  for  information  in  the  preparation  of  its  regular  monthly  reports  on  the 
•H      cotton  textile  situation,  grain,  fresh  and  dried  fruits,  v;ool,  and  economic 
M      conditions  generally.     This  number  represents  an  increase  of  at  least  50 
^      per  cent  in  publications  in  the  last  two  years.     During  that  period  there 
has  been,  as  well,  decided  development  in  the  number  of  contacts  which  the 
office  has  with  people  in  various  branches  of  agriculture.    Expansion  in  the 
reporting  work  in  the  past  year  and  a  half  has  been  principally  in  fruits, 
^      'ooth  fresh  and  dried,  and  in  wool  reporting,  the  office  having  added  to  its 
reports  a  regular  monthly  wool  cable  to  Washington.     The  office  has  also 
increased  its  usefulness,  Mr.  Steere  says,  by  making  special  investigations 
and  special  reports  on  some  of  the  minor  agricultural  products. 

Distribution  of  the  Universal  Cotton  Standards  has  added  to  the  ac- 
tivity of  the  Berlin  office  during  the  year.  Many  sets  of  standards  have 
been  sent  out,  most  of  then  to  German  destinations,  but  quite  a  number  to 
Poland,  Holland.  Belgium,  Switzerland,  Austria,  Hungary,  Czecho  Slovakia, 
and  Turkey. 

The  Berlin  office  is  becoming  better  known  to  American  farmers  and 
people  generally  in  the  agricultural  field,  and  is  being  more  and  more 
used  by  these  American  visitors. 

Owen  L.  Dawson  has  been  acting  as  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner 
at  Berlin  since  February  1,  1929.  Other  members  of  that  staff  are:  Hans 
Richter,  who  specializes  in  cotton  and  economics  and  in  general  contact 
work;  Dr.  Friederich  Sohn,  whose  principal  work  is  in  grain,  fruits,  and 
tobacco  reports:  R.  A.  Schv.-artz,  who  acts  as  secretary  and  bookkeeper; 
Miss  M.  Schwalb,  stenographer  and  statistical  assistant;  Miss  L.  Orina, 
stenographer  and  assistant  in  Russian  work;  Miss  E.  Miller,  stenographer 
and  general  clerk;  and  Edward  Moos,  messenger  and  office  boy. 
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OBERLY  MEMORIAL  PRIZE 

AWARDED  IN  BUREAU. 

Mrs.  Annie  M.  Hannay,  Research  and  Bibliographical  Assistant  in  the 
Library  of  this  Bureau,  has  been  awarded  the  Third  Eunice  Rockwood  Oberly 
memorial  prize  for  her  bibliography  entitled  "Control  of  Production  of 
Agricultural  Products  by  Governments."  Miss  Margaret  T.  Olcott,  Assistant 
Librarian,  also  of  this  Bureau,  has  been  given  honorable  mention  for  her 
bibliography  on  "Taxation  and  the  Farmer."  Nine  bibliographies  v/ere  submitted 
for  the  prize  this  year.  Because  of  the  fact  that  all  but  one  of  the  bib- 
liographies were  prepared  by  employees  of  this  Department,  the  committee 
judging  the  papers  was  composed  entirely  of  people  with  other  business  con- 
nections; namely,  Mary  Emogene  Hazel tine.  University  of  Wisconsin  Library 
School,  F.  K.  Walter,  University  of  Minnesota  Library,  G.  A.  Works,  University 
of  Chicago  Graduate  Library  School,  and  W.  A.  Slade,  H.  H.  B.  Meyer,  F.  E. 
Brasch,  and  L.  R.  Blanchard,  all  of  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Mrs.  Hannay  was  a  successful  contestant  for  the  Second  Oberly  prize 
in  1927,  which  she  received  with  Miss  Mary  G.  Lacy  and  Miss  Emily  L.  Day, 
of  the  Bureau  Library,  for  their  joint  bibliography  entitled  "Price  Fixing 
by  Governments,  424  B.C.  -  1926  A.  D."  She  received  at  the  same  time  honor- 
able mention  for  her  bibliography  on  "Government  Control  of  Export  and 
Import  in  Foreign  Countries.  In  that  contest,  Miss  Olcott  also  received 
honorable  mention  for  her  bibliography  on  "World  Food  Supply." 

The  amount  of  the  prize  is  the  interest  at  4|-  per  cent  on  the  Eunice 
Rockwood  Oberly  Memorial  Fund  amounting  to  $1,050,  which  is  administered  by 
the  American  Library  Association.  The  memorial  is  based  on  a  fund  which 
was  subscribed  by  Miss  Oberly 's  library  and  scientific  associates  of  the 
Department  and  scientific  workers  outside  cf  the  Department  in  recognition 
of  her  work  as  former  Librarian  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry. 

ESTIMATE  BEING  MADE  OF  COUNTY  AGENT'S 
TIME  SPENT  IN  ECONOMIC  EXTENSION. 

How  much  time  does  the  county  agent  devote  to  agricultural  economic 
extension  work  is  a  question  H.  M.  Dixon,  in  charge  of  Farm  Management 
Extension  Work,  is  now  giving  some  attention.  This  is  hard  to  answer,  he 
says,  because  in  many  States  the  agent's  time  is  reported  on  the  commodity 
basis,  so  that  work,  for  instance,  on  the  hog  enterprise  would  include  both 
the  economic  and  production  phases.  It  is  also  true  that  in  many  extension 
contacts  it  is  hard  to  make  such  a  distinction. 

In  California,  however,  particular  attention  has  been  given  by  Direc- 
tor B.  H.  Crocheron  to  the  reporting  of  agricultural  economics  extension 
activities  in  the  counties.  For  1928  the  county  agents  spent  a  total  of 
4,046  days  on  agricultural  economics.  With  41  organized  counties  in  the 
State,  this  represents  nearly  100  days  per  county  for  the  year.  In  addition, 
the  specialists  spent  an  average  of  about  15  days  per  county  in  field  work.

The  Agricultural  Libraries  Section  of  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation, of  v^hich  Miss  Mary  G.  Lacy,  Librarian  of  this  Bureau,  is  Secre- 
tary, v;ill  hold  two  meetings  in  the  conference  room  of  the  Bieber  Building 
next  week.  The  first  meeting,  at  2.30  p.m.  May  13,  will  be  devoted  to 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  its  libraries,  and  will  be  opened 
by  Miss  Claribel  R.  Earnett,  Librarian  of  the  Department,  with  a  paper 
entitled  "The  U.  S,  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Its  Relations  to  Agri- 
cultural Libraries."  At  the  second  meeting,  at  10.00  o'clock  Kay  15,  re- 
ports of  committees  will  be  presented,  to  be  followed  by  an  informal  round 
table  discussion  of  questions  and  problems  bearing  upon  the  work  of  agri- 
cultural libraries,  among  them  the  following:  Are  agricultural  libraries 
sharing  Federal  funds  appropriated  for  agricultural  research?  If  not,  what 
action  should  be  taken?  Federal  laws  affecting  State  agricultural  college 
libraries.  The  proper  treatment  of  new  editions  of  Farmers'  Bulletins, 
previous  editions  of  which  are  already  bound. 

LAMB  CUTTING  DEMONSTRATIONS  FOR 

PETAILERS,  WFOLESaERS  AND  CONSUMERS. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  on 
May  1  with  representatives  of  the  packers  and  Washington  wholesale  meat 
dealers,  to  arrange  a  definite  program  for  the  lamb  cutting  demonstrations 
in  this  city  during  the  week  beginning  May  13.  As  announced  in  the  B.A.E. 
News  of  April  IS,  these  demonstrations  will  be  put  on  cooperatively  by  the 
Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  and  the  National  Livestock  and  Meat 
Board.  The  packers  and  wholesalers  present  at  the  meeting  last  week  were 
/ery  enthusiastic  about  the  proposed  program,  the  object  of  which  is  to  show 
now  greater  demand  can  be  created  for  cheaper  cuts  of  lamb  by  making  the 
cuts  practical  yet  attractive. 

Originally  the  plan  was  to  hold  these  demonstrations  only  for  local 
retailers,  but  the  program  has  now  been  extended  to  include  cne  for  whole- 
salers and  others  for  housewives. 

The  program  will  begin  Monday  afternoon  with  a  lamb  cutting  demon- 
stration for  wholesalers  at  Swift's  local  branch  house;  that  night  a  demon- 
stration will  be  given  for  employees  of  the  Sanitary  Grocery  Company  and 
the  Piggly  Wiggly  Company;  Tuesday  night,  one  for  employees  of  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  Tea  Company;  Wednesday  night,  cne  for  retailers  generally  at 
Pythian  Temple;  and  Thursday  night,  one  for  employees  of  the  American  Stores 
C:omp3ny.  Demonstrations  for  the  benefit  of  housewiyes.  will  be  given  on 
Tuesday  at  10.00  a.m.  at  the  Arcade  and  again  at  10.00  a.m.  on  Saturday  at 
that  market.  C.  H.  Walleigh,  in  charge  of  Center  Market,  has  arranged  for 
demonstrations  to  be  given  there  for  housewives,  one  at  2.00  o'clock  in  the 
Seventh  Street  Wing  and  the  other  at  4.00  o'clock  in  the  Ninth  Street  Wing, 
on  Saturday,  The  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Tea  Company  have  arranged  for  a  demon- 
stration for  their  customers  at  2.00  o'clock  Tuesday  afternoon,  at  their 
market  at  5542  Connecticut  Avenue,  and  it  is  expected  that  some  of  the  other 
chain  stores  will  make  similar  arrangements  for  their  customers.  W.  B. 
Hartzell,  a  representative  of  the  National  Livestock  and  Meat  Board,  will 
do  the  cutting  at  each  of  the  exhibits.  On  Friday  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock, Meats  and  Wool  will  make  a  film  in  the  Motion  Picture  Laboratory 
showing  how  all  the  retail  cuts  of  lamb  are  made. 

Representatives  of  the  Division  cf  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool,  will 
app^.ar  before  a  meeting  of  retailers  and  representatives  of  the  Interstate 
Wholesale  Stewards  Association  on  May  13  at  Hotel  Raleigh,  this  city,  and 
on  the  same  night  at  the  local  Jewish  Community  Center,  to  announce  the 
program  for  the  week  and  explain  to  those  organizations  the  cutting  demon- 
strations .

Announcement  was  made  by  F.  L.  Lewton,  Chairman  of  the  Museum  Committee, 
that  the  agricultural  collections  were  now  housed  at  the  National  Museum, 
and  not  scattered  in  several  government  offices,  as  was  the  case  last  year. 

The  two  pp.rers  read,  one  by  Dr.  L.  0.  Howard,  former  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology,  on  "The  History  of  Economic  Entomology  As  Related 
to  Changes  in  Agriculture",  and  the  other  by  Dr.  Solon  J.  Buck,  of  Minnesota 
Historical  Society,  v/ill  appear  in  future  numbers  of  the  journal  Agricultural 
History. 

DOWN  THE  HOME  STRETCH  WITH  THE  BOWLERS.

THE  PERQUISITES  AND  WAGES  OF  HIRED  FARM  HANDS,  a  preliminary  report 
by  Josiah  G.  Folsom,  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  contains  same  of 
the  principal  tabulations  and  findings  of  data  obtained  through  tv/o  question- 
naires, circulated  throughout  the  country,  the  first  applying  to  farm  hands 
who  were  hired  for  a  crop  season  or  longer  and  the  second  to  farm  hands 
hired  for  a  short  time  only,  usually  for  harvest  or  rush  work.

has  returned  to  Indiana  to  v;ork  v/ith  representatives  of  the  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station. 

M.  A.  Crosby,  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  v/ill  leave  Washington  the 
middle  of  the  week  for  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Minn- 
esota, Iowa,  Missouri,  South  Dakota,  and  Nebraska,  to  ma^ke  an  economic

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CHIEF  DISCUSSES  BILL  FOR  PROTEIN  TESTING 

LABORATOPIES  BEFORE  SENATE  COWITTEE. 


Mr.  Olsen  appeared  before  the  Senate  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  For- 
estry on  May  7  and  presented  the  views  of  the  Department  concerning  Bill  S. 
101,  introduced  by  Senator  Walsh  of  Montana.  The  Bill  provides  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  Federal-State  protein  testing  laboratories  and  authorizes 
the  issuance  of  official  certificates  showing  the  protein  content  of  wheat. 
It  also  provides  for  a  survey  of  the  protein  content  of  the  wheat  crop  as  a 
whole,  to  be  made  prior  to  or  during  the  harvesting  and  marketing  of  the 
crop,  and  the  issuance  of  estimates  for  any  given  area  as  the  result  of  this 
survey. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Olsen 's  testimony,  the  Committee  unanimously 
adopted  a  motion  recommending  the  enactment  of  the  Bill.

State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Markets,  and  the  New  Jersey  Department 
of  Agriculture  was  held  in  New  York  last  Thursday  to  discuss  plans  for  closer 
^i*  coordination  of  distribution  of  market  reports  by  radio  and  in  other  ways. 
The  Bureau  was  represented  by  Messrs.  Marquis,  Whalin  and  Gilbert  from 
Washington  and  Messrs.  McCarthy,  Biddle  and  Hackleman  of  our  New  York  of- 
fices. The  New  York  State  Department  was  represented  by  Messrs.  Phillips, 
Albrecht  and  McNeil,  and  the  New  Jersey  State  Department,  by  Messrs.  Duryee 
and  Oley. 

The  radio  v/ork  was  discussed  thoroughly  and  a  coordinating  committee 
chosen  to  make  further  investigations  of  the  situation  during  the  next 
few  weeks.  This  committee  consists  of  Dr.  Albrecht,  representing  the  New 
York  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  Mr.  McCarthy,  representing  the  Bureau, 
and  Mr.  Harrington,  representing  the  New  Jersey  Department  of  Agriculture. 
There  are  now  four  New  York  radio  stations  that  are  using  market  information, 
some  receiving  it  from  the  Federal  offices  and  others  from  the  State  De- 
partment of  Markets.  The  purpose  of  the  new  plan  is  to  so  arrange  these 
broadcasts  that  both  producers  and  consumers  in  the  New  York  area  may  have 
the  maximum  benefits. 

Considerable  time  was  devoted  to  preliminary  discussions  looking  to 
the  consolidation  of  the  work  of  the  Bureau  with  that  of  the  New  York  State 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  New  York  City.  An  outline  of  a  plan  for  con- 
solidation was  offered  by  the  Nev/  York  Department  and  is  now  being  considered 
by  the  Bureau  for  future  needs. 
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BI-WEEKLY  REPORT  TO  FRUIT  TRADE 

WIDENS  BUREAU'S  FOREIGN  SERVICE. 

Edwin  Smith,  who  has  been  stationed  at  London,  England,  for  the 
past  five  seasons  as  Marketing  Specialist  for  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  re- 
turned to  Washington  on  May  4.  Mr.  Smith  believes  that  the  Bureau's  services 
in  connection  with  fruit  inspections  for  export  have  been  used  to  a  greater 
extent  during  the  past  season  than  during  any  previous  year,  due  to  the 
heavy  buying  of  apples  of  both  British  and  Continental  firms.  Grapefruit 
exportations  to  Great  Britain  also  promise  to  break  all  records,  but  the 
demand  for  this  fruit  still  remains  dormant  in  Holland,  Germany,  and  the 
Scandinavian  countries. 

From  September  until  April  the  Bureau  issues  a  fortnightly  London 
circular  to  the  European  fruit  trade,  giving  crop  forecasts,  storage  re- 
ports, movement  and  prices  of  apples  in  the  United  States,  and  general  in- 
formation on  harvesting,  storing,  inspecting,  and  shipping  those  fruits  in 
which  the  Europeans  are  interested.  Much  of  this  information  is  translated 
and  issued  in  German  by  our  Berlin  office.  This  has  widened  the  service  of 
the  Bureau  in  a  very  effective  manner  as  far  as  our  European  fruit  customers 
are  concerned. 

Mr.  Smith  is  spending  several  weeks  in  Washington  in  closing  up  his 
work  preparatory  to  leaving  the  service  for  commercial  work. 


CONFERENCE  ON  SEED  VERIFICATION 
SERVICE  TO  BE  HELD  IN  JUNE. 

The  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  has  called  a  conference  of  dealers 
now  enrolled  in  the  Seed  Verification  Service  and  others  interested,  to  dis- 
cuss matters  pertaining  to  the  Service  at  the  Hotel  Sherman,  Chicago,  Illi- 
nois, on  Wednesday,  June  26,  1929,  at  9.30  a.m.  The  conference  is  scheduled 
at  this  time  for  the  convenience  of  members  of  the  Farm  Seed  Association  of 
North  America  and  the  American  Seed  Trade  Association  v;ho  will  be  in  at- 
tendance at  the  conventions  of  those  Associations.  One  of  the  most  important 
matters  to  be  discussed  at  this  conference  v/ill  be  the  desirability  of  re- 
instating red  clover  in  the  Seed  Verification  Service  the  coming  season. 
This  was  discontinued  the  past  season  because  its  continuance  did  not  meet 
with  the  general  approval  of  the  seed  trade  and  others  under  present  condi- 
tions. The  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  has  received  many  requests  recently 
for  the  reinstatement  of  red  clover  seed  in  the  Service,  some  of  which  re- 
quests have  come  from  those  v/ho  opposed  it  last  season.

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STANDARDS  FOR  CANNING  CONSIDERED 
BY  NEW  YORK  APPLE  GROWERS. 

U.  S.  standards  for  cannery  apples  for  slicing  purposes  and  U.  S. 
standards  for  cannery  apples  for  sauce  purposes  were  considered  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Association  of  Nev;  York  State  Canners,  Inc.,  at  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
May  2,  at  which  R.  R.  Pailthorp  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables 
represented  this  Bureau.  The  canners  present  at  the  meeting,  handling  ap- 
proximately 35  per  cent  of  the  apples  used  for  canning  purposes  in  the  State, 
•showed  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  idea  of  having  definite  grades  for 
apples  used  for  cannery  purpose.  A  resolution  v/as  passed  approving  the 
specifications  of  the  grades,  but  no  action  was  taken  relating  to  the  pur- 
chase or  inspection  of  apples.  Several  members  of  the  Association  applied 
for  Federal  State  inspection  at  their  canneries  this  fall  so  that  growers  and 
canners  may  acquaint  themselves  with  the  grades  and  with  the  operation  of 
the  inspection  service. 

The  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  does  not  expect  that  many 
apples  in  New  York  State  will  be  purchased  on  the  basis  of  these  U.  S. 
grades  during  the  coming  season,  but  hopes  that  after  a  season's  demon- 
stration many  canners  and  growers  will  be  interested  in  this  method  of 
contracting  for  apples. 

Four  canners  of  apples  in  Pennsylvania  expect  to  contract  v/ith  their 
growers  this  coming  season  on  the  basis  of  the  U.  S.  standards  and  have  re- 
quested inspection  at  their  canneries.  These  canners  approved  the  U.  S. 
standards  at  a  meeting  at  Biglerville:  Pa. .  early  this  spring.  As  the  grades 
and  Inspection  service  for  cannery  apples  becomes  better  known  and  under- 
stood by  growers  and  canners,  the  division  expects  that  there  will  ba  a  de- 
mand .for  the  service  similar  to  that  which  has  taken  place  in  the  tomato 
cannery  industry  during  the  past  two  years. 


TOBACCO  INSPECTION  SERVICE 
IN  FAVOR  IN  VIRGINIA. 

In  the  interest  of  the  tobacco  inspection  work,  Charles  E.  Gage  and 
F.  B.  Wilkinson,  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  and  J.  H.  Meek,  Director,  Division 
of  Markets,  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Immigration  of  Virginia,  recently 
meet  with  groups  of  tobacco  men  and  v/arehousemen  at  Danville.  South  Boston, 
Lynchburg,  Farmville,  and  South  Hill,  Virginia.  Following  these  meetings, 
Mr.  Gage  proceeded  to  Raleigh,  N.C.,  to  place  the  proposition  before  local 
agricultural  leaders  and  enlist  aid  in  the  undertaking. 

Tobacco  inspection  service  involves  the  grading  of  tobacco  previous 
to  sale,  according  to  the  United  States  Standard  grades  developed  by  F.  B. 
Wilkinson.  It  is  analogous  to  the  shipping  point  inspection  of  fruits  and 
vegetables.  Although  no  specific  appropriation  for  it  has  been  available, 
experimental  inspection  woiic  has  been  conducted  at  Lynchburg,  Va. ,  during 
the  past  two  years,  in  cooperation  v/ith  the  Virginia  Bureau  of  Markets. 
The   new  Appropriation  Bill   carries   an   item  of  $2,000    for   this  project. 

Tobacco  inspection  or  grading  has  the  interest  and  approval  of  a 
number  of  influential  tobacco  dealers  at  all  of  the  Virginia  points  which 
our  men  visited.  In  Danville,  the  manager  of  four  of  the  eight  local  ware- 
houses evidenced  his  keen  interest  in  the  establishment  of  grading  by  hold- 
ing up  his  printing  orders   for  sales  tickets   for  the  ensuing  year  pend- 
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ing  a  decision  on  this  matter,  in  order  that  provision  might  be  made  on  the 
ticket  for  marking  the  official  grades.  The  proposal  to  revise  the  system 
of  operations  in  Lynchburg,  so  that  instead  of  grading  tobacco  only  at 
farmers'  requests,  all  tobacco  be  graded  except  what  farmers  specifically 
request  otherwise,  met  with  general  approval  when  presented  to  warehouse- 
men and  dealers  in  Lynchburg,  but  definite  decision  was  deferred  pending 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  local  Tobacco  Board  of  Trade,  which  was  set  for 
Monday,  May  6.  When  the  matter  v;as  placed  before  that  meeting,  the  Board 
of  Trade  went  on  record  as  favoring  the  proposed  change  in  policy.  Mr. 
Gage  looks  upon  the  very  hearty  endorsement  on  all  sides  of  the  market 
inspection  service,  coupled  with  this  action  of  the  Lynchburg  Tobacco  Board 
of  Trade,  as  most  encouraging. 

South  Hill  is  the  third  largest  bright  tobacco  market  in  Virginia 
and  the  method  of  harvesting  and  uniformity  of  tobacco  sold  makes  it  a 
desirable  point  for  initial  inspection  service  in  bright  or  flue  cured  to- 
bacco. At  a  meeting  v/ith  practically  all  the  tobacco  men  in  town,  the 
establishing  of  a  grading  service  at  that  point  was  unanimously  favored. 
Upon  receipt  of  a  favorable  decision  from  the  Bureau,  they  plan  to  under- 
take immediate  publicity  work,  using  the  United  States  grading  service  as 
an  advertising  feature,  and  promise  to  cooperate  with  Bureau  workers  in 
every  way  to  make  the  service  a  success. 


LIVESTOCK.  MEATS  AND  WOOL  CONFEREES 

RECEIVE  INSPIRATION  FROM  NEW  YORK  MAYOR. 

A  letter  from  Mayor  James  J.  Walker  of  Nev/  York  City  served  as  an 
inspiration  and  stimulus  to  the  conferees  representing  the  Federal  and 
State  livestock,  meats  and  wool  service,  covering  the  eastern  half  of  the 
United  States,  who  met  in  Nev/  York  City  on  May  10  and  11  to  consider  a  number 
of  service  questions  which  had  arisen  in  connection  with  the  work.  C.  V. 
Whalin,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  7/ool,  reports 
that  business  was  dispatched  quickly  and  efficiently  and  that  the  meeting 
was  a  great  success.  He  says  that  Mayor  Walker's  letter  of  greeting  in- 
spired each  of  the  division's  representatives  to  enter  into  the  conference 
v/ith  greater  zest  and  to  realize  more  fully  that  he  is  engaged  in  an  im- 
portant and  essential  public  duty  v/hich  is  of  benefit  to  a  large  number  of 
citizens,  including  producers,  distributors,  and  consumers.  A  resolution 
was  adopted  by  the  conferees  expressing  appreciation  to  Mayor  Walker  for  his 
expressions  of  appreciation  of  the  service  and  for  his  good  wishes.  Follow- 
ing is  an  excerpt  from  the  Mayor's  letter: 

"The  information  secured  by  the  personnel  of  the  division  in 
the  matter  of  livestock,  meat,  and  wool  marketing  and  the  activities 
of  the  division  in  closely  related  fields,  is  of  wide-spread  importance. 
The  co-operation  of  your  division  with  the  officials  of  our  City  and 
State  of  New  York  is  of  great  benefit  to  our  community. 

"I  hope  that  your  conference  will  be  highly  successful  in  se- 
curing the  results  sought  for  a-nd  that  the  stay  of  the  conferees  in 
our  City  may  be  most  pleasant." 
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CENSUS  WORK  TAKES  MR.  ESTABROOK 
TO  COLOMBIAN  CAP.TTAL. 

Following  Mr.  Estabrook's  visit  to  Guyaquil,  Ecuador,  an  account  of 
which  was  given  in  the  B.A.E.  News  of  April  23,  he  proceeded  to  Buenaventura 
and  thence  to  Bogota,  Colombia.  Here,  according  to  his  most  recent  letter 
to  the  Bureau,  he  interviewed  the  Director  of  Agriculture  and  received  that 
official's  promise  of  cooperation  to  the  fullest  extent  that  is  possible 
with  the  limited  funds  and  personnel  available  in  his  Department. 

The  trip  from  Buenaventura  to  Bogota,  four  days  by  rail  and  automo- 
bile, over  great  mountain  ranges,  valleys,  ravines  and  gorges,  mostly  unin- 
habited. v;as  extremely  interesting,  Mr.  Estabrook  reports.  The  scenery  is 
grand  because  of  broken  topography,  and  it  is  beautiful  because  of  the 
universal  green  and  luxuriant  vegetation.  A  large  part  of  Colombia  is  simply 
a  great  botanical  garden,  with  tropical  and  greenhouse  vegetation  predomin- 
ating, brightened  by  many  flowers,  including  rare  orchids.  There  is  a  con- 
spicuous and  striking  absence  of  wild  bird  and  animal  life,  couterbalanced  in 
part  by  the  superabundance  of  insect  life.  A  notable  characteristic  of 
the  mountains  is  the  absence  of  rock,  stone  or  strata  formation  on  the 
western  slopes,  which  are  of  rich  black  loam  or  clay,  while  on  the  eastern 
slopes  the  sandstone  and  limestone  strata  are  conspicuous,  although  marvel- 
ously  broken,  twisted  and  contorted  in  every  imaginable  way.  Near  the  tops 
of  the  highest  mountains,  on  the  western  slopes,  may  often  be  seen  beds  of 
gravel  and  water  worn  stones,  ten  thousand  feet  above  sea  level.  The  vari- 
ation in  altitude  from  sea  level  to  more  than  ten  thousand  feet  results  in 
a  wide  range  of  temperature  and  climate,  and  a  corresponding  variety  of 
vegetation.  In  the  course  of  a  few  hours  one  may  experience  all  the  changes 
in  climate  from  tropical  to  subarctic,  and  see  such  crops  as  maize  and 
wheat  newly  planted,  coming  up,  half  grown,  mature,  and  harvesting.  The 
lofty  heights  and  depths  of  the  three  ranges  of  the  Andes  that  cross  Colombia 
from  north  to  south  make  communication  extremely  difficult,  and  lack  of 
communication  is  one  of  the  principal  obstacles  to  progress  in  the  country. 
For  this  reason  the  government  has  an  extensive  road  building  program  under 
way.  Very  little  agriculture  is  to  be  seen.  On  the  lower  slopes  there  is 
some  livestock  raising,  the  original  Spanish  scrub,  long-horned  stock  pre- 
vailing, while  on  the  middle  slopes  are  the  coffee  plantations,  usually  in- 
terplanted  with  bananas  to  afford  shade,  and  on  the  upper  slopes  either 
forests  or  mountain  pastures. 

Between  the  first  and  second  ranges  of  the  Andes  is  the  v/onderful 
Cauca  Valley.  40  by  70  miles  in  extent,  of  which  Cali  is  the  administrative 
center.  The  valley  is  a  level  plain  with  high  mountains  on  all  sides  and 
a  winding  river  through  the  center.  The  soil  is  as  deep  and  rich  as  any 
in  the  Mississippi  Valley,  the  Nile  Valley,  or  in  Argentina.  It  is  vari- 
gated  with  groves  of  beautiful  trees  and  giant  bamboo — the  finest  bamboo 
Mr.  Estabrook  has  seen  in  any  country.  At  present  there  is  no  agriculture 
in  this  valley —  only  scrub  livestock.  Its  principal  drawback  is  the  moun- 
tain barriers  on  all  sides,  v/hich  make  transportation,  marketing,  and  dis- 
tribution difficult  and  costly.  Mr.  Estabrook  predicts  that  when  transpor- 
tation difficulties  are  overcome  this  valley  will  become  one  of  the  most 
productive  regions  of  the  world.

^  The  Agricultural  Libraries  Section   of   the  American  Library  Asso- 

ciation completed  its  conference  in  Washington  last  week,  the  two-day  ses- 
sions being  held  in  the  Conference  Room  of  this  Bureau.  The  paper  with 
which  Miss  Claribel  R.  Earnett,  Librarian  of  the  Department,  opened  the 
""^  meeting  on  the  first  day.  May  10,  entitled  "The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture  and  Its  Relations  To  Agricultural  Libraries",  was  very  well  received. 

Many  of  the  discussions  frcm  the  floor  during  the  two  days  led  to 
suggestions  for  possibilities  of  work  that  might  be  undertaken.  At  Miss 
Earnett 's  suggestion  a  committee  on  relations  was  appointed  by  the  chairman 
to  consider  various  lines  of  work  which  might  be  accomplished  through  co- 
operation between  agricultural  libraries,  such  as  the  cooperative  compilation 
of  statistics  for  the  States  which  is  already  under  way  in  the  Library  of 
this  Bureau  and  the  compilation  in  one  central  place  of  information  regard- 
ing the  resources  in  books  and  periodicals  of  the  various  Land  Grant  Colleges 
and  other  agricultural  libraries.  The  committee  is  composed  of  Charles  H. 
Brov/n,  Chairman,  Iowa  State  College;  H.  0.  Severance,  University  of  Mis- 
souri; James  A.  McMillen,  Louisiana  State  University;  Miss  Lucy  M.  Lewis, 
Oregon  State  Agricultural  College;  and  Miss  Claribel  R.  Barnett. 

As  next  year's  meeting  is  to  be  held  in  California,  Mrs.  M.  J.  Ab- 
bott, Librarian  of  the  University  of  California,  was  elected  chairman  and  Miss 
Mary  G.  Lacy,  Librarian  of  this  Bureau,  was  continued  as  Secretary.  Twenty- 
one  States  were  represented  at  this  meeting,  a  larger  numbar  than  at  any 
previous  meetings  held  by  the  Agricultural  Libraries  Section.  In  some 
cases  two  representatives  came  from  a  State.  Miss  Lacy  considers  this  one 
of  the  best  meetings  that  the  Section  has  ever  held. 

The  library  staffs  of  the  Department  served  luncheon  on  Wednesday, 
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the  menu  consisting  entirely  of  products  made  or  produced  by  the  Depart- 
ment. The  Bureau's  contribution  consisted  of  rolls  and  cake  from  the  Mill- 
ing and  Baking  Laboratory  of  the  Grain  Division.  A  clever  menu  card  was 
provided  on  paper  made  in  the  Forest  Products  Laboratory. 

LACK  OF  REINSURANCE  FACILITIES  IMPORTANT 
PROBLEM _  ^MONG  FARM  MUTUALS . 

The  lack  of  suitable  reinsurance  facilities  for  many  of  the  farm- 
ers' insurance  companies  is  a  question  that  is  receiving  particular  atten- 
tion among  these  mutuals  in  New  Hampshire.  This  problem  and  others  con- 
fronting insurance  companies  at  this  time  were  the  subjects  upon  which 
V.  N.  Valgren,  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  consulted  with 
officers  of  the  insurance  companies  in  that  State  the  early  part  of  the 
present  week.  The  Farm  Bureau  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, which  was  organized  about  a  year  ago,  and  which  is  giving  promise  of 
substantial  development,  is  particularly  desirous  of  having  suitable  rein- 
surance facilities  provided.  Most  of  the  21  farm  mutuals  in  the  State  oper- 
ate with  a  volume  of  business  too  small  to  justify  their  carrying,  unaided 
by  reinsurance,  the  larger  farm  risks  in  their  territory.  Some  of  the 
officers  of  the  New  Hampshire  mutuals  have  also  given  thought  to  the  organ- 
ization of  a  State  association  of  the  farmers'  mutual  insurance  companies 
such  as  now  exists  in  about  half  of  the  States  in  the  Union. 

Six  of  the  farm  mutuals  in  this  State,  according  to  Mr.  Valgren 
have  been  in  business  for  over  75  years,  and  all  but  three  companies  out 
of  the  21  are  over  50  years  old. 

In  connection  v/ith  the  New  Hampshire  conference  Mr.  Valgren  will 
visit  points  in  the  States  of  New  York  and  Connecticut  to  gather  informa- 
tion on  developments  in  the  insurance  of  agricultural  risks.

This  adds  another  college  to  the  already  large  number  of  colleges  and  uni- 
versities which  are  using  the  report  for  classroom  work. 

COOPERATIVE  MARKETING  IN  OREGON,  by  George  0.  Gatlin,  former  mem- 
ber of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  and  now  Extension  Marketing 
Specialist  of  Oregon  State  Agricultural  College,  appears  in  the  April, 
1929,  issue  of  The  Eggsaminer.  the  monthly  publication  of  the  Pacific  Co- 
operative Poultry  Producers,  of  Portland,  Oregon.  E.  J.  Dixon,  General 
Manager  of  that  association,  introduces  the  article  with  a  statement  in 
praise  of  Mr.  Gatlin 's  work  in  Oregon.  Among  other  things  he  says:  "Oregon 
is  indeed  fortunate  in  having  as  extension  marketing  specialist  a  man  of 
the  constructive  i3,bility  and  high  courage  of  Mr.  George  Gatlin.

Herr  Hollweg,  who  is  operating  his 
5,000  acre  estate  and  in  addition  a  rented  farm  area  of  2,500  acres  in 
Eastern  Germany,  is  particularly  interested  in  American  big-farm  power 
machinery  and  its  adaptation  to  conditions  in  his  country.  He  introduced 
the  first  combine  harvester-thresher  into  Germany  against  the  vigorous 
protests  of  agricultural  leaders  there,  who  said  it  could  not  be  oper- 
ated successfully,  and  demonstrated  its  practical  use.  Studies  made  by  the 
Grain  Investigations  Project,  of  grain  harvested  by  the  combine  under  damp 
grain  conditions  have  been  highly  valuable  to  Kerr  Hollweg,  as  high  moisture 
content  grain  is  in  general  a  bigger  problem  in  Germany  in  harvesting  wheat 
by  this  method  than  in  this  country. 

Washington  friends  and  co-workers  of  F.  0.  Kingsbury  were  shocked 
and  grieved  to  learn  of  the  death  of  his  wife  on  May  15.  Mr.  Kingsbury 
is  employed  in  the  Denver  office  of  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and 
Wool. 

Charles  F.  Sarle,  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates, 
has  been  elected  by  Cornell  University  to  active  membership  in  the  Alpha 
Chapter  of  Sigma  .Xi  F.raternity.

Mr.  Newhouse  carried  on  his  studies  in  England,  Germany,  Poland, 
France,  Italy,  Spain,  Belgium,  the  Netherlands,  Scandinavia  and  Jugoslavia 
to  determine  the  competition  vrhich  American  cooperative  associations  and 
other  agencies  may  expect  in  marketing  future  fruit  crops.  The  European 
markets  for  American  fruits  v/ill  be  maintained,  Mr.  Newhouse  believes,  in 
spite  of  an  apparent  tendency  in  some  countries  to  increase  the  production 
of  certain  fruits.  He  says  that  Russia  is  a  growing  com.petitor  in  European 
fruit  markets,  although  shipments  have  not  yet  reached  large  competitive 
proportions,  except  possibly  in  the  apple  markets  in  Sweden.  Mr.  Newhouse 
has  reported  his  findings  in  conferences  with  members  of  the  executive  of- 
fice and  officials  of  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  and  will  later 
spend  some  time  in  the  Bureau  preparing  a  detailed  written  report. 

An  important  part  of  Mr.  Newhouse 's  work  abroad  has  been  the  making 
of  new  contacts  for  the  Bureau,  which  will  result  in  more  frequent  and  in- 
clusive m-arket  and  crop  reports  on  fruits  in  Europe  and  the  promotion  of 
this  branch  of  the  work  of  our  London  and  Berlin  offices.  He  had  the  cooper- 
ation of  both  these  offices  in  this  project,  Mr.  Steere,  Agricultural  Commis- 
sioner at  Berlin,  accompanying  him  on  his  travels  in  Poland  and  Jugoslavia. 

Mr.  Newhouse  believes  that  if  our  representatives  abroad  are  to  do 
the  best  work  for  the  Bureau,  the  V/a'='hington  offices  must  cooperate  with 
them  wholeheartedly  with  information  about  crop  conditions  in  this  country 
that  they  may  use  abroad  in  reciprocating  for  information  obtained  from 
foreign  sources.  He  recom.raends  very  strongly  that  all  divisions  cooperate 
in  this  matter. 

Mr.  Nev/house  left  Washington  May  22  for  the  Pacific  Coast,  v/here  he 
will  meet  v/ith  fruit  interests  and  discuss  European  marketing  problem.s  as 
he  found  them  on  his  trip. 

WESTERN  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  LIVESTOCK 

"division  TO  HOLD  FIRST  GROUP  MEETING. 


The  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  will  hold  a  meeting  on 
June  7  and  8  at  Denver,  Colorado,  of  the  livestock  market  reporters  in  charge 
of  the  offices  in  the  Mid-Western.  Range,  and  far  Western  markets.  Thirteen 
field  offices  will  be  represented;  in  addition,  there  will  be  in  attend- 
ance five  representatives  from  the  Washington  office,  Messrs.  Whalin,  Bur- 
gess, Baker,  Burk  and  Wallace.  The  three  latter  are  already  in  the  field 
and  will  be  in  the  vicinity  of  Denver  at  the  time  of  the  meeting. 

This  conference  offers  the  first  opportunity  for  all  the  division's 
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livestock  market  reporters  in  charge  of  offices  west  of  Chicago  to  get 
together  at  one  time.  The  division  has  found  that  group  meetings  of  this 
kind  afford  the  best  means  of  getting  the  men's  ideas  unified  as  to  methods 
of  reporting,  standard  nomenclature  or  market  terms,  and  use  of  Federal 
standards  in  reporting  livestock  markets. 

The  program  will  include  the  discussion  of  93  service  questions,  some 
of  which  were  worked  out  at  the  New  York  conference  held  by  the  division  on 
May  10  and  11.

TOBACCO  PRICE  RESEARCH 

TO  BE  STARTED  JUNE  1. 

A  research  project  in  tobacco  prices  will  be  started  by  the  Division 
of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research  on  or  about  June  1.

The  latter  study 
will  be  undertaken  in  cooperation  v/ith  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Station.

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GERMANS  PUBLISH  REPORT  ON 

AGRICULTURE  OF  AMERICAN  COMMISSION. 

Copies  of  the  report  of  the  American  Commission  which  made  a  study 
of  German  agriculture  last  summer  have  been  received  by  Mr.  Marquis  and 
Mr.  Steere.  Mr.  Marquis  was  a  member  of  the  Commission  and  spent  two 
months  in  Germany  in  connection  with  the  work.  Bureau  information  was  used 
to  a  considerable  extent  in  the  study,  and  our  Berlin  office,  of  which  Mr,. 
Steere  is  in  charge,  assisted  in  securing  special  information  which  the  Com- 
mission needed  from  time  to  time. 

The  report  concerned  principally  the  dairy  and  meat  industries.  The 
studies  and  recommendations  of  the  Commission  had  chiefly  to  do  with  the 
improvement  of  the  fluid  milk  supply  and  the  quality  of  dairy  products. 
The  expansion  of  the  dairy  industry,  increased  consumption  of  milk,  legisla- 
tion to  insure  quality  control,  and  the  adoption  of  methods  to  safeguard  the 
healthfulness  of  milk  were  other  subjects  stressed. 

Recommendations  of  the  livestock  industry  principally  concerned  dis- 
ease control  and  the  marketing  of  livestock.  Recommendations  for  official 
standardization  of  farm  products  on  the  basis  of  the  plan  followed  in  the 
United  States  were  outlined.  The  Commission  found  a  particular  need  for 
better  market  reporting  and  general  education  on  the  subject  of  marketing 
The  importance  of  special  training  for  men  who  are  to  lead  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  German  agriculture  as  pointed  out  has  apparently  already  resulted 
in  more  young  men  coming  to  the  United  States  for  graduate  training.  ^ 

MILK  CONSUMPTION  SURVEY  IN  SCHOOLS 
DEVELOPS  INTERESTING  FACTS. 

The  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  has  completed  a  survey 
of  milk  and  cream  consumption  in  families  with  children  in  schools  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  ,  through  the  cooperation  of  public  school  authorities  in 
this  city.  F.  A.  Buechel,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  this  study,  made  ar- 
rangements v/ith  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  to  distribute  ques- 
tionnaires to  12  Junior  High  Schools,  8  white  and  4  colored,  and  to  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  four  grade  schools.  The  number  of  students 
in  each  of  these  schools  and  the  name  of  the  principal  were  obtained  from 
the  Superintendent  and  a  supply  of  questionnaires  and  mimeographed  instruc- 
tions as  to  how  to  fill  them  out  was  furnished  the  teacher  in  each  of  the 
classes  included  in  the  survey,  in  sufficient  number  for  every  pupil.  The 
teachers  distributed  these  to  the  children  with  instructions  to  take  them 
home  and  with  their  parents  make  them  out.  Teachers  and  pupils  extended 
the  most  cordial  cooperation  and  showed  great  interest  in  the  undertaking. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  per  capita  consumption  of  milk  for  the 
white  school  population  is  .9  pints  as  against  .6  pints  for  the  colored 
population,  and  the  per  capita  consumption  of  the  milk  equivalent  of  cream, 
for  the  white  population,  .25  pints  as  against  .23  pints  for  the  colored 
population . 

The  second  important  fact  revealed  is  the  relation  between  the  con- 
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sumption  per  person  and  the  size  of  the  family,  that  is,  it  showed  that  as 
the  number  of  children  in  the  family  increased,  the  consumption  per  person 
decreased.  The  opinion  of  the  school  official  was  asked  as  to  the  econ- 
omic status  of  the  constituents  of  each  school.  These  expressions  were 
intended  to  be  a  rough  approximation,  but  in  general  the  per  capita  con- 
sumption figures  for  the  various  schools  in  relation  to  the  opinions  ex- 
pressed indicate  that  v/here  the  economic  status  of  the  school  family  is 
hign  the  per  capita  consumption  is  high,  and  vice  versa. 

Of  the  10,000  schedules  distributed  among  the  students,  about  7,500 
schedules  were  in  unsable  form  after  editing.  The  Junior  High  Schools  and 
the  upper  grades  of  the  four  grade  schools  v^ere  chosen  because  these  schools 
are  well  distributed  over  the  city  and  tne  fa,milies  represented  have  children 
of  an  age  intermediate  between  those  found  in  the  lower  representative  grades 
or  the  Senior  High  Schools. 

The  detailed  results  of  this  study  are  being  mimeographed  and  will 
be  distributed  in  the  local  public  schools. 


TRUCK  UNLOADS  AT  LOS  ANGELES 

INCLUDED  IN  DAILY  MARKET  REPORTS. 

Movement  of  fruits  and  vegetables   to  market  by  truck  constitutes 
from  one-half  to  tv;o-thirds  of  the  total  receipts  of  these  commodities  at 
Los  Angeles,  according  to  Burke  H.  Critchfield,   in  charge  of  the  Federal- 
State  market  news  service  in  California.     He  says  that  in  March  the  esti- 
mated receipts  by  truck  amounted  to  2,073  cars  out  of  a  total   of  3,827 
cars.     Because  of  the  increase  at  this  market  in  the  movement  of  crops  by 
that  means,  the  daily  market  reports  of  the  joint  service  have  included  for 
the  past  three  months  a  report  of  the  principal  fruits  and  vegetables  re- 
ceived by  motor  truck  in  Los  Angeles  in  addition  to  unloads  by  express, 
freight  and  boat,  and  receipts  for  the  five  days  previous  for  comparison. 
Monthly  unload  reports  are  insued,  shov/ing  all  commodities  received  in  this 
market  by  express,   truck  and  boat.     Truck  receipts  are  shown  by  district 
of  origin,   but  receipts  by  other  carriers  are  shown  by  State  of  origin, 
since    the   railroad,    express  and  harbor  records  are  not    sufficiently  de- 
tailed to  show  district  of  origin.     Two  reporters,  working  from  twelve  mid- 
night until  eight  in  the  morning,   cover  the  four  local  wholesale  markets. 
With   the   possible   exception   of  oranges,    a   certain   amount   of  which  are 
hauled  direct  to  roadside  stands  without  first  passing  through  wholesale 
market  channels,  it  is  believed  that  the  figures  given  represent  nearly  100 
per  cent  complete  check  on  receipts  of  all  commodities.     This  work  is  car- 
ried on  by  W.  Lee  Jackson,  of  the  California  Division  of  Markets,  under  the 
supervision  of  Walter  Kingsbury,  in  charge  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Mar- 
ket Ne;?s  office  of  this  Bureau  at  Los  Angeles. 

Mr.  Critchfield  says  that  with  this  daily  information  available, 
his  office  is  able  to  broadcast  a  better  market  report  than  ever  before, 
because  the  causes  for  price  changes  can  be  shown.  This  is  proving  to  be 
a  very  popular  service.

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SUBJECT  OF  COTTONSEED  GRADING 
DRAWS  audience'  UP  FRONT. 

Interest  on  the  part  of  cottonseed  crushers  in  the  grading  of  cotton- 
seed, a  subject  to  which  Guy  S.  Meloy  has  given  considerable  attention,  was 
very  definitely  expressed  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Interstate  Cotton  Seed 
Crushers'  Association  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana.  Between  800  and  900  members 
of  the  Association  v/ere  in  attendance. 

Mr.  Meloy.  who  represented  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  at  the 
meeting,  has  been  working  for  the  past  4  years  to  discover  a  method  by 
which  cottonseed  may  be  evaluated-  It  seems  that  the  chairman  of  the  con- 
vention had  invited  the  audience  to  move  up  front  from  time  to  time  as 
new  speakers  appeared  on  the  program,  but  without  success.  Hov/ever,  when 
Mr.  Meloy's  paper  was  announced,  "Progress  in  Grading  of  Cottonseed,"  there 
was  a  general  movement  tov/ard  the  speaker's  platform,  showing  the  keen 
interest  which  the  group  has  in  this  subject.  When  Mr.  Meloy  finished 
reading  his  paper  a  motion  was  made  to  have  10,000  copies  of  his  address 
printed  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  all  the  members  of  the  industry.

SERVED  IN  FIRST  CLASS  OMAHA  RESTAURANTS. 

Thoroughly  sold  to  the  beef  grading  service  of  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock, Meats  and  Wool,  John  W.  Welch,  owner  of  the  Welch  Restaurant  System 
operating  in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  has  issued  an  order  that  effective  May  22  all 
beef  cuts  purchased  for  use  in  the  Welch  Restaurants  will  be  stamped  U.  S. 
Government  Choice,  and  that  no  exceptions  v/ill  be  made  to  this  rule.  Mr. 
Welch  is  a  former  president  of  the  National  Association  of  Restaurant  Men 
and  still  a  very  influential  member  of  this  association.  His  attitude  toward 
stamping  should  be  of  national  benefit  to  the  beef  grading  system,  members 
of  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  believe. 

All  first  class  restaurants  and  hotels  in  Omaha  now  use  the  beef 
grading  service,  the  addition  of  the  Welch  Restaurants  completing  the  list. 

MR.  ESTABROOK  PLANS  TO  RETURN 
TO  WASHINGTON  IN  JUNE. 

Mr.  Estabrook  completed  his  census  work  in  South  America  early  this 
month  and  proceeded  to  Trinidad,  he  advises  in  a  recent  communication  to  the 
Bureau.  He  expected  to  go  next  to  the  Guiana  colonies  and  then  return  to 
Washington  early  in  June. 

In  a  previous  letter  from  Caracas,  Venezuela,  Mr.  Estabrook  reports; 
"Venezuela  has  some  fine  roads  and  public  works  and  is  fi- 
nancially very  prosperous,  but  with  respect  to  agricultural  and 
statistical  organization  she  is  at  the  tail  end  of  the  inter- 
national   procession   and    is   unquestionably    the   most  backward 
country  I  have  visited,   not  even  excepting  Hayte,   Panama,  Al- 
bania, Abyssinia  or  Madagascar.     She  has  no  department,  division 
or   section    of    either   agriculture    or   statistics,  laboratory, 
demonstration  farm,  extension  service,  or  quarantine.     I  visited 
the  experiment  station  on   the  outskirts  of  Caracas  and  found 
it  to  be  merely  a  fairly  well  kept  garden,  mostly  common  vege- 
tables and  flowers."

At  the  request  of  C.  C.  Tay  1  o i^^gjoJ^&c o iT o5^,7/^Tq\I  1 1 u r a  1  Economics 
of  the  Virginia  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  a  meeting  v/as  held  in 
Mr.  Tolley's  office  last  Saturday  to  daterraine  v/hat  can  be  dene  in  the 
field  of  potato  research  by  the  Bureau  and  the  research  departments  of  the 
State  agricultural  colleges  in  the  early  potato  districts.  In  addition  to 
Professor  Taylor,  there  were  present  from  the  colleges,  S.  H.  Devault, 
Professor  of  Agricultural  Economics,  and  F.  B.  Eomberger,  Assistant  Direc- 
tor of  Extension,  both  of  Maryland  State  College  of  Agriculture;  G.  W.  Fors- 
ter.  Professor  of  Agricultural  Eccnomics  of  North  Carolina  State  College  of 
Agriculture;  and  A.  G.  Waller,  Professor  of  Agricultural  Economics  of  Ne-.v 
Jersey  State  College  of  Agriculture.  Representatives  from  this  Bureau  at- 
tended the  meeting  from  the  Divisions  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  Agricul- 
tural Finance,  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  and  Statistical  and  Historical  Re- 
search . 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Bureau  will  undertake  in  July  a  farm  management 
and  credit  study  in  the  potato  districts  in  Virginia  in  cooperation  with  the 
Virginia  State  College  of  Agriculture.  It  is  probable  that  at  that  time  the 
work  will  be  extended  to  include  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland  in  cooperation 
with  Maryland  State  College  of  Agriculture.  It  is  hoped  that  North  Carolina 
can  join  v/ith  the  two  other  States  in  extending  the  study  next  January.  New 
Jersey  Agricultural  College  has  already  done  quite  a  lot  of  research  along 
the  lines  that  the  Bureau  expects  to  undertake,  and  Professor  Waller  has 
agreed  to  make  his  program  in  the  State  fit  in  so  far  as  possible  with  the 
•,vork  in  the  other  States. 

The  farm  management  study  to  be  undertaken  during  next  July  by  the 
Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  in  cooperation  with  State  agencies 
will  consist  of  a  farm  business  analysis  study  for  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing the  returns  made  by  potato  growers  during  the  season  of  1928.  Particular 
attention  will  be  given  to  returns  received  by  groups  of  farmers  having 
different  systems  of  farming. 

In  connection  with  the  farm  management  study  the  Division  of  Agri- 
cultural Finance  plans  to  obtain  information  from  potato  growers  as  to  the 
amount  of  credit  used  by  them  in  their  operations  and  the  sources  and  cost 
of  credit  used.  Credit  information  from  farmers  themselves  will  be  one 
phase  of  this  part  of  the  study.  Information  will  also  be  obtained  from  the 
lenders,/  including  banks,  stores  that  sell  on  credit  to  producers,  dealers 
in  potatoes  who  advance  credit  to  producers,  etc. 


AF^IC/'N  EXPLOPER  CALLS  CN 

KKNTUCKY~OFFI CE  FOW  "STATISTICS . 


A  most  interesting  visitor  recently  at  the  branch  office  of  the 
Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  has  been 
T.  Alexander  Barns,  representing  railv/ay  and  land  interests  in  Africa,  for 
which  interests  he  is  gathering  elaborate  agricultural  and  trade  data  m 
the  United  States.     He  called  at  the  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  office 
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to  get  information  and  maps  covering  the  six  Kentucky  types  of  tobacco,  some 
of  which  compete  very  heavily  and  directly  with  South  African  tobaccos,  and 
also  to  get  information  on  production  of  other  major  Kentucky  crops,  maps  and 
descriptions  of  soil  areas,  and  trade  data  on  agricultural  implements  man- 
ufactured for  export.  Mr.  Barns  represents  particularly  the  Benguela  Rail- 
:vay  Company  v;hich  is  just  com.pleting  a  railway  from  the  West  Coast  of  Africa 
through  the  Belgian  Congo  and  British  West  Africa  to  tap  the  rich  copper 
fields  being  operated  in  the  interior  and  to  connect  800  miles  inland  with 
the  "Cape-to-Cairo"  line.  He  also  is  an  English  explorer  and  big  game 
hunter  in  Africa  and  as  a  part  of  a  tour  of  this  country  delivered  a  series 
of  illustrated  lectures  for  several  clubs  in  Louisville. 

H.  F.  Brjrant,  Agricultural  Statistician  in  charge  of  the  Louisvills 
office,  learned  from  Mr.  Barns  that  among  his  friends  in  Africa  are  six  of 
Mr.  Bryant's  former  fellow  graduates  at  the  University  of  Kentucky,  four 
native  Kentuckians  and  two  South  Africans,  who  have  been  tobacco  experts 
with  various  Governmental  and  private  interests  in  Africa  for  many  years. 
One  with  whom  Mr.  Barns  is  most  intimate  was  a  former  room-mate  of  Mr.  Bry- 
ant and  a  fellow  worker  in  the  tobacco  laboratories  at  .the  University  of 
Kentucky. 

Incidentally,  v/hile  showing  pictures  of  one  of  his  gorilla  hunts  in 
the  Belgian  Congo  Mr.  Barns  stated  that  he  had  the  good  fortune  successfully 
to  pilot  an  American  party  which  obtained  some  of  the  very  fine  specimens 
of  gorillas  now  in  the  Field  Museum  in  Chicago. 


MR.  MELOY'S  TESTIMONY  WINS 

CASE  FOR  U.S.  MARINE  CORPS. 

Testimony  given  by  Guy  S.  Meloy,  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing, 
concerning  the  quality  of  linters  in  certain  mattresses  ordered  by  the  U.S. 
Marine  Corps,  decided  the  case  in  favor  of  the  defendant,  the  U.  S.  Marine 
Corps,  when  tried  in  the  U.  S.  District  Court  for  Maryland  at  Baltimore, 
May  28  and  29.  Three  expert  witnesses  testified  unqualifiedly  in  favor  of 
the  plaintiff,  the  mattress  manufacturer.  Mr.  Ueloy  was  summoned  as  the 
only  expert  witness  for  the  Marine  Corps. 

In  giving  his  decision,  the  Court  said  the  preponderance  of  expert 
testimony  was  in  favor  of  the  defendant,  and  added  that  Mr.  Meloy  was  able 
to  demonstrate  so  simply  the  inferior  quality  of  the  linters  used  in  the 
mattresses,  that  even  he,  a  layman  in  such  matters,  could  understand  the 
explanations  made .

IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA  MEETS  HEARTY  RESPONSE. 

The  proposal  to  establish  tobacco  inspection  has  met  v/ith  hearty 
endorsement  in  South  Carolina,  Charles  E.  Gage  reported  last  week  upon 
his  return  from  a  trip  to  that  State.  Mr.  Gage  discussed  the  matter  7/ith 
Dr.  W.  7^.  Long,  Director  of  Extension  at  Clemson  College  and  later  v/ith 
a  group  of  between  12  and  15  tobacco  men,  including  several  growers,  all 
of  whom  were  favorably  impressed.  Lake  City  was  tentatively  agreed  upon 
as  the  most  likely  point  for  the  service.  It  is  the  second  largest  tobacco 
market  in  South  Carolina  and  last  year  handled  about  17  million  pounds. 
The  possibility  of  cooperation  in  this  service  between  the  State  and  the 
Bureau  will  be  considered  again  between  Mr.  Gage  and  Dr.  Long  after  the 
latter  has  had  opportunity  to  approach  the  county  officials  on  the  matter 
of  an  appropriation  for  the  State's  end  of  the  work. 

Mr.  Gage  is  hopeful  from  the  general  attitude  of  the  men  interviewed 
that  within  the  next  two  weeks  definite  arrangements  for  inspection  will 
be  made  for  one  market  in  South  Carolina,  to  be  operated  in  conjunction 
v/ith  South  Hill,  Virginia;  that  is  to  say,  the  same  graders  after  complet- 
ing two  months'  service  in  South  Carolina  when  the  season  v/ill  be  practi- 
cally completed,  C3,n  proceed  to  South  Hill  for  a  five  months'  grading  sea- 
son. 

COTTON  STANDARDS  TO  BE  DEMONSTRA.TSD 
BEFORE  SIX  CLASSING  SCHOOLS. 

The  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  will  demonstrate  the  official  cot- 
ton standards  before  the  students  of  summer  cotton  classing  schools  at 
various  points  in  the  South.  This  is  an  established  practice  of  the  divi- 
sion, similar  work  having  been  done  for  about  ten  years.

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ADVANCES  OF  FUNDS  SECURED 

BY  RETIREMENT  DEDUCTIONS 

Funds  will  now  be  advanced  for  authorized  traveling  expenses  upon 
security  of  deductions  which  have  been  made  from  the  employee's  compen- 
sation and  deposited  to  his  credit  in  the  Civil  Service  Retirement  and 
Disability  Fund.  The  procedure  for  procuring  such  advance  of  funds  is 
outlined  in  Treasury  Department  Circular  No.  3S9,  Revised,  of  Feb.  1, 
1929  (See  paragraph  8,  page  39,  Standardized  Government  Regulations,  .ef- 
fective March  1,  1929),  General  Accounting  Office  General  Regulations  No. 
59,  Supplement  No.  1,  of  Feb.  28,  1929.  and  P.B.A.  Circular  No.  122  of  May 
8.  1929. 

The  differences  between  the  procedure  for  procuring  and  using  ad- 
vances secured  by  surety  bond  and  this  procedure,  which  are  of  particular 
interest  to  applicants,  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  The  application  must  be  made  on  Standard  Form  No.  1033-A. 

2.  The  amount  advanced  must  not  exceed  the  deductions  from  the  ap- 
plicant's compensation  and  remaining  to  his  credit.  He  must  not  be  other- 
wise indebted  to  the  United  States. 

3.  These  advances  are  allowable  only  for  the  classes  of  expendi- 
tures defined  and  authorized  in  the  Standardized  Government  Travel  Regu- 
lations. They  must  not  be  used  for  station  expenses  or  for  personal  ser- 
vices except  as  provided  in  the  aforesaid  Travel  Regulations. 

4.  An  employee  who  has  an  advance  under  a  surety  bond  must  close 
out  this  account  under  the  bond  before  he  can  obtain  an  advance  under  this 
procedure . 

5.  The  application  will  be  routed  through  the  Section  of  Accounts, 
where  the  amount  of  the  deductions  to  the  unencumbered  credit  of  the  ap- 
plicant will  be  entered  thereon. 

The  remainder  of  the  procedure  will  be  the  same  as  that  for  the 
handling  of  advances  under  surety  bonds,  outlined  in  Bureau  Memorandum  of 
March  31,  1S2T,  entitled  "New  Procedure  for  Advance  of  Funds  and  Submission 
of  Accounts  Thereunder."  Applications  for  both  classes  of  advances  must  be 
accompained  by  a  duly  certified  copy  of  letter  authorizing  the  travel.

SECRETARY'S  AUTHORIZATION. 

For  the  information  of  head  clerks,  stenographers  and  typev/riters, 
and  any  others  concerned,  P.B.A.  Circular  No-.  124,  of  May  21,  1S29,  is 
quoted  belov/: 

"It  is  requested  that  hereafter  requests  for  authorization  by 
the  Secretary  under  paragraph  3  of  the  fiscal  regulations,  or  in 
general  any  memorandum  involving  approval  by  the  Secretary  of  pro- 
posed or  recommended  action,  as  employment  of  expert  witnesses, 
v/aiver  of  the  Department  regulations,  etc.,  be  submitted  in  dupli- 
cate. This  will  in  many  cases  make  it  possible  to  notify  bureaus 
of  the  Secretary's  action  by  return  of  the  carbon  with  endorsement 
;  of   Secretary's   approval    or   disapproval,    the   original    going  into 

the  Secretary's  files.  In  this  way  separate  notifications,  repeat- 
ing much  of  the  substance  of  the  original  memoranda,  will  be  dis- 
pensed with."

This  project  has  been  initiated  by  the  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing 
at  the  request  of  a  group  cf  farmers  cooperative  canning  associations  in 
Oregon,  Washington,  and  Idaho.  I^r.  Schoenfeld  will  be  immediate  charge 
of  the  project. 

H.  C.  Slade,  Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing,  was  in  New  York  last 
week  and  served  as  a  asaber  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Cotton  Examiners  en- 
gaged in  the  classification  and  certification  of  cotton  tendered  for  delivery 
on  future  contracts  on  the  local  Cotton  Exchange. 

Miss  Catherine  A.  Scanlin,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs, 
left  Washington  Sunday  for  points  in  northeast  Pennsylvania,  to  meet  G.  P. 
Scoville,  already  in  the  field  ,  and  assist  him  in  Y;orking  up  statistical 
data  from  a  cooperative  economic  survey  of  the  grape  industi'y  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. 
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A  meeting  of  representatives  of  various  organizations  that  have  named 
members  on  the  Advisory  Committee  to  the  National  Board  for  S.vine  Production 
Policy  was  held  in  Chicago  on  May  31  and  June  1  for  the  purpose  of  effecting 
a  permanent  organization.  The  Advisory  Committee  membership  is  made  up  of 
six  representatives  of  this  Department,  four  of  whom,  Charles  L.  Harlan, 
Mordecai  Ezekiel,  C.  A.  Burmeister,  and  H.  M.  Dixon  are  members  of  this 
Bureau;  and  representatives  of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  the  packers,  and 
the  colleges  of  agriculture  in  twelve  leading  hog  producing  States. 

The  National  Board  on  Swine  Production  Policy  which  was  organized  last 
December  resulted  from  a  meeting  in  Ames  a  year  ago  called  by  President 
R.  M.  Hughes  of  Iowa  State  College.  This  was  followed  by  a  general  con- 
ference in  Peoria  last  September  at  the  time  of  the  National  Swine  Sho.v. 
The  membership  of  this  National  Board  is  distributed  among  the  various 
States  in  accordance  with  their  importance  in  hog  production,  and  is  largely 
composed  of  men  actively  engaged  in  hog  production  '.vho  have  been  chosen  by 
the  heads  of  the  agricultural  colleges  in  the  various  States  after  consul- 
tation with  farm  organizations  in  the  States. 

The  two-day  meeting,  in  addition  to  perfecting  a  permanent  organiza- 
tion and  developing  a  program  of  activities,  devoted  some  time  to  a  dis- 
cussion of  various  problems  involved  in  the  undertaking  to  stabilize  pro- 
duction and  marketings  of  hogs.  An  executive  committee  was  elected  as  fol- 
lows: C.  L.  Harlan,  Chairman,  W.  W.  Woods,  Institute  of  American  Meat  Pack- 
ers, H.  M.  Dixon,  joint  representative  of  this  Bureau  and  the  Extension 
Service,  P.  L.  Miller,  lov/a  State  College,  and  L.  J.  Norton,  Illinois  State 
University. 

Sub-committees  were  organized  through  which  the  Advisory  Committee 
v/ill  carry  on  its  work  of  assembling,  organizing,  and  studying  reliable  in- 
formation bearing  on  the  problems  with,  which  the  National  Board  is  concerned, 
and  preparing  reports  and  m.aking  recommendations  to  the  Board.  These  com- 
mittees v/ill  consider  the  follovving  questions:  (1)  Outlook  for  hog  pro- 
duction and  marketings;  (a)  statistics  of  production  and  marketings;  (b) 
forecasting  hog  supplies;  (c)  economic  and  statistical  research  in  production 
and  price;  (2)  localization  of  statistical  and  economic  research  to  cover 
individual  States  together  with  farm  management  significance  of  changes  in 
hog  enterprise  for  various  types  of  farming;  (3)  national  production  and 
marketing  policy  for  hogs  and  corn;  (4)  seasonal  stabilization  of  marketings; 
(5)  publicity,  extension  and  educational  methods.

The  Committee  on  New  Uses  of  Cotton,  composed  of  representatives 
of  the  Cotton  Textile  Institute  of  New  York,  and  various  Government  lab- 
oratories, including  the  cotton  research  laboratory  of  this  Bureau,  met  at 
the  Bureau  of  Home  Economics  on  June  5.  Members  were  present  from  the 
Cotton  Textile  Institute,  the  Bureaus  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce 
and  of  Standards,  Department " of  Commerce;  and  the  Bureaus  of  Chemistry  and 
Soils,    Agricultural   Economics,    and  Home   Economics,    of   this  Department. 

A.  W.  Palmer,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  of  this 
Bureau,  reported  that  progress  is  being  made  on  the  study  of  the  present 
and  potential  consumption  of  cotton  bags  in  the  power  laundries  of  the  United 
States.  He  also  stated  that  v/ork  is  under  way  to  obtain  data  on  the  grade 
and  staple  of  cotton  consumed  in  the  mills  of  the  United  States  for  the 
year  ending  July  31,  1929,  similar  to  that  for  the  year  ended  July  31,  1928, 
issued  last  October.  Studies  of  the  grade  and  staple  of  cotton  consumed 
and  produced  indicate,  Mr.  Palmer  stated,  that  consumption  is  normally 
making  the  greatest  pressure  upon  our  supplies  of  cotton  15/16  to  1-1/16 
inches  in  length. 

The  other  representatives  composing  the  committee  also  gave  reports 
on  the  progress  in  their  agencies  in  efforts  to  promote  the  use  of  cotton. 

It  was  agreed  by  the  committee  that  a  cotton  utilization  display  be 
prepared  for  the  Mid-South  Fair  to  be  held  at  Memphis,  Tenn.,  September 
28  to  October  5.  This  will  be  under  the  direction  of  J.  C.  Gilbert  of  the 
Division  of  Economic  Information,  this  Bureau. 

FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  INSPECTION  RECORD 

BROKEN  BY  WASHINGTON  OFFICE  IN  MAY. 

The  Washington  office  of  the  food  products  inspection  service,  Divi- 
sion of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  broke  all  previous  records  in  the  history  of 
the  inspection  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  with  a  total  of  92  inspections  dur- 
ing the  month  of  May.  Nearly  all  of  these  inspections  were  made  at  Potomac 
Yards,  Virginia.  Herbert  Graff,  Assistant  Marketing  Specialist,  conducted 
this  work  for  the  division.  This  is  the  third  consecutive  month  in  which 
all  records  of  the  Washington  office  were  broken.  The  increase  in  inspec- 
tions has  been  due  to  a  considerable  extent  to  the  large  shipments  of  citrus 
fruits  which  have  been  made  in  order  to  get  the  crop  marketed  before  the 
Mediterranean  fruit-fly  quarantine  stops  shipments  from  Florida. 

TRAVELERS  TO  NORTHWEST  SHOULD  GIVE 
MR.   SCHQENFELD  AMPLE  NOTICE. 

The  executive  office  has  a  communication  from  W.  A.  Schoenfeld,  in 
charge  of  the  Bureau's  regional  office  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  requesting 
that  members  of  this  Bureau  who  plan  to  visit  the  Pacific  Northv/est  give 
him  notice  of  their  arrival  as  far  in  advance  as  possible,  in  order  that 
he  may  be  kept  informed  of  the  Bureau's  activities  in  that  section. 

All  members  of  the  technical  staff  should  endeavor  to  get  in  touch 
with  Mr.  Schoenfeld  v/hen  they  are  in  his  part  of  the  countx-y.  Ke  has  a 
heavy  program  arranged  for  the  coming  summer,  and  it  is  desirable  that  he 
be  given  as  much  advance  notice  as  possible  of  visits  of  members  of  the 
various  divisions,   in  order  that  he  may  be  of  maximum  assistance  to  them. 
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NEW  DEMAND  FOR  RESEIi^RCH  IN  FIELD 

OF  FARM  REAL  ESTATE  VALUATION. 

The  Oklahoma  Land  Valuation  Short  Course,  held  at  the  A.  and  M. 
College,  Stillwater,  on  June  3-5,  was  well  attended  according  to  E.  H. 
Wiecking,  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  who  appeared  on  the  program. 
Practically  all  of  the  75  registrants  v^ere  men  actually  engaged  in  the 
farm  mortgage  business  throughout  the  State.  The  program,  which  was  car- 
ried out  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  T.  Sanders,  head  of  the  agricultural 
economics  department  at  the  A.  and  M.  College  and  former  member  of  the 
staff  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  evoked  a  great  deal  of  interested 
discussion  by  those  attending  the  course.  The  problems  in  the  business  are 
arousing  a  nev/  damand  for  research  in  the  field  of  farm  real  estate  valu- 
ation. The  Oklahoma  course  was  established  by  request  of  the  Oklahoma 
Farm  Mortgage  Bankers  Association  and  represents  another  addition  to  the 
land  valuation  short  course  movement  sponsored  by  the  Mortgage  Bankers 
Association  of  America.  Mr.  Wiecking 's  lectures  were  entitled  "Appraisal 
for  Loan  Purposes"  and  "The  Current  Farm  Real  Estate  Situation." 

SERVICE  UNDER  PRODUCE 

AGENCY  ACT  IS  COMMENDED. 

The  settlement  effected  by  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  of 
a  case  coming  under  the  Produce  Agency  Act  has  brought  H.  A.  Spilman,  in 
charge  of  the  administration  of  this  Act,  the  following  letter  of  gratitude 
from  the  shipper  involved.  The  case  in  question  concerned  a  car  of  grapes 
and  two  cars  of  onions.  Difficulty  arose  over  the  grape  shipment  largely 
because  the  consignee  took  a  large  proportion  of  the  car  to  his  own  account 
at  what  was  considered  to  be  too  low  a  price.  •  The  investigation  and  decision 
made  by  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  resulted  in  the  consignee's 
remitting  an  additional  sum  of  ^194.83  to  that  first  paid.

forward  in  your  letter  to  them  dated  April  17. 

"A  follov/-up  of  abusive  cases,  such  as  this  one  has  proven  to  be, 
will  be  the  surest  and  quickest  method  of  eliminating  such  practices 
in  the  future.  Writer  is  greatly  obliged  and  feels  deeply  indebted 
to  you  and  your  office  for  such  a  splendid  service  as  has  been  accom- 
plished. I  personally  have  referred  to  this  matter  and  explained 
same  to  several  other  shippers,  doing  so  in  the  spirit  of  helpfulness 
and  correction  as  well  as  explaining  to  them  their  rights  under  the 
Produce  Agency  Act  and  its  splendid  execution  under  your  direction. 
I  now  know  of  a  few  instances  that  will  be  referred  to  your  office." 

FIRST  OF  SERIES  OF .DEPARTMENTAL 
GOLF  TOURNAMENTS  HELD. 

The  Department  Golf  Association  held  the  first  of  a  series  of  in- 
formal tournaments  on  Friday  evening.  May  31.  Play  was  over  nine  holes  on 
the  East  Potomac  course,  and  33  men  turned  in  scores.  T.  W.  Walsh,  of  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  was  low  v/ith  a  gross  of  39,  and  L.  Lackey,  of 
this  Bureau,  was  right  on  his  heels  with  40  for  second  place.  H.  B.  Avery, 
of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  won  the  low  net  with  a  33,  with  four  play- 
ers.    R.  W.  Mahoney,  Bureau  of  Public  Roads.  J.  M.  Palmer,  Bureau  of  Plant 
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Industry,  R.  M.  Roudabush  and  R.  S.  Washburn,  this  Bureau,  tied  for  second 
with  34. 

Our  Bureau  fared  very  we3.1  with  three  men  in  a  total  of  seven  sharing 
in  the  prizes,  which  consisted  of  golf  balls.

BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

FACTORS  AFFECTING  THE  PRICE  OF  PEACHES  in  the  New  York  City  Market 
are  analyzed  and  discussed  by  H.  S.  Kantor  in  Tech.  Bui.  115  v/hich  has  come 
from  the  press  in  time  for  the  height  of  the  peach  season.  Among  other 
factors,  consideration  is  given  to  the  relation  of  varieties  to  prices, 
effect  of  size  of  peaches  on  prices,  effect  of  poor  quality  and  poor  condi- 
tion, of  pack,  and  of  grade  marks.  Many  charts  and  detailed  tables  are 
presented.  Footnote  credit  is  given  to  several  v/orkers  including  Earl 
French,  M.  R.  Cooper,  and  M.  Ezekiel. 

REVISED  INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  THE  PREPARATION  OF  MANUSCRIPTS  and  for  the 
handling  of  proofs  in  this  Bureau,  which  were  announced  in  the  B.  A.  E.  News 
on  April  23,  have  been  called  for  in  considerable  numbers  but  it  is  evident 
that  many  are  still  unfamiliar  with  them.

GEORGE  C.  BRYANT 


The  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  is  in  receipt  of  notice 
of  the  death  of  one  of  its  form-er  employees,  George  C.  Bryant,  of  Lafayette, 
Indiana,  which  occurred  in  Chicago  on  June  3. 

Mr.  Bryant  came  to  the  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  from  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  in  1914,  and  was  assigned  to  duty  as  Field  Agent  for  Indiana.

Townsend  from  the  Philadelphia  office. 

Under  the  new  program  semi-monthly  reports  will  be  issued  on  canning 
crops  during  the  growing  season,  as  well  as  on  other  truck  crops.  Much  of 
the  information  \> '  11  be  released  through  the  market  news  channels  rather 
than  through  special  releases.  In  addition  to  the  work  that  will  be  done 
by  the  specialists,  statisticians  in  States  not  covered  by  the  specialists 
will  handle  the  truck  crop  work  for  the  present.

S.  R.  Newell,  Associate  Crop 
and  Livestock  Estimator  for  Maryland  will  become  Mr.  Koenig 's  assistant  in 
handling  the  truck  .nd  fruit  crop  estimating,  but  will  be  directly  responsi- 
ble for  the  fruit  crop  estimates.

CONFEPFNCE  WITH  AGFICULTURAL  COLLEGE  MEN .

Special  attention  is  being  given  to  farm  management  aspects  of  the  corn 
borer  problem  and  the  further  development  of  the  outlook  work  of  the  Bureau 
in  its  relation  to  farm  management  research.

DEPARTMENT  GROUP  TO  STUDY  STATE 

AGRICULTURAL.  WORK  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

A  Departmental  committee,  composed  of  Dr.  B.  Youngblood,  Principal 
Economist  in  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  Chairman,  Dr.  Karl  F. 
Kellerman,  Associate  Chief,  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  and  Mr.  Tolley,  Assist- 
ant Chief  of  this  Bureau,  has  been  appointed  to  survey  the  State  agricul- 
tural work  in  North  Carolina  and  make  suggestions  for  future  development. 
This  work  is  being  carried  on  by  the  State  College  of  Agriculture,  the  Agr- 
cultural  Experiment  Station,  the  Extension  Service,  and  the  State  Department 
of  Agriculture.  Dr.  Youngblood  has  been  in  North  Carolina  since  the  latter 
part  of  last  v/eek  making  a  preliminary  survey  of  the  work  of  the  several 
State  agencies,  and  will  be  joined  the  latter  part  of  this  week  by  Mr.  Tolley 
and  Doctor  Kellerman. 

PAYING  CHARGES  FOR  EXPRESS  SHIPMENTS . 

The  Department  is  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the  General 
Accounting  Office  in  which  exception  is  taken  to  Government  employees  pay- 
ing charges  on  express  shipments  received  by  them  and  then  submitting  claims 
for  reimbursement.  While  the  General  Accounting  Office  concedes  that 
it  may  at  times  be  necessary  to  pay  charges  on  shipments  not  made  on  Govern- 
ment bills-of~lading,  it  requests  that  v/here  possible  arrangements  be  made 
to  have  express  companies  submit  bills  for  direct  payment  by  disbursing 
agents  of  the  Department.  Special  attention  was  called  to  cases  at  field 
stations  v/here  no  difficulties  should  be  encountered  in  making  such  ar- 
rangements. In  this  connection  see  paragraph  85  to  89  inclusive,  of  the 
Standardized  Government  Travel  Regulations. 

In  his  circular  memorandum  of  May  16,  1929,  to  Chiefs  of  Bureaus 
and  Offices,  the  Director  of  Personnel  and  Business  Administration  ad- 
vances another  reason  for  direct  payments  by  disbursing  agents.  Charges 
for  certain  express  services  are  subject  to  land-grant  deductions.  If 
such  a  charge  is  paid  by .  an  employee,  the  excess  cost  will  be  disallowed 
from  his  account,  and  the  employee  must  bear  the  burden  of  collecting  the 
disallowance  from  the  express  company  that  renders  the  service. 
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GRAPE  SITUATION  IN 

EAST  BEING  STUDIED. 

An  economic  study  of  the  eastern  grape  situation  is  being  carried 
on  by  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  the  Division  of  Cooper- 
ative Marketing,  and  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  in  cooperation 
with  New  York  State  College  of  Agriculture,  The  object  5.s  to  provide  a 
basis  upon  which  eastern  grape  producers  may  make  plans  for  the  future 
constructive  development  of  the  industry.  The  study  will  involve:  1. 
an  analysis  of  the  markets  for  eastern  and  western  grapes;  2.  demand  and 
prices  for  different  types;  5,  competition  between  types  and  regions; 
4,  probable  shifts  in  the  sources  of  supply  for  different  markets;  5. 
careful  inventory  of  the  present  status,  recent  trends  and  probable  future 
developments  in  each  of  the  important  commercial  producing  areas;  6.  systems 
of  farming  in  the  eastern  grape  areas  that  will  be  most  profitable  over  a 
period  of  years. 

This  work  will  be  conducted  under  the  leadership  of  M.  R.  Cooper, 
Farm  Management  and  Costs,  A.  W.  McKay,  Cooperative  Marketing,  and  R.  R. 
Pailthorp,  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  for  this  Bureau,  and  G.  F.  Warren  for 
Nev/  York  State  College  of  Agriculture.  At  Cornell  University  M.  P.  Rasmussen 
will  direct  the  marketing  study,  while  G.  P.  Scoville  will  supervise  the 
farm  management  study.  Tv/o  Cornell  students,  Ernest  C.  Hope  and  Wessels  S. 
Middaugh,  are  being  appointed  by  this  Bureau  for  a  temporary  period  to  assist 
Mr.  Rasmussen  in  investigating  and  collecting  data  to  be  used  in  the  study. 


INCRS;.$FD  STATS  FUNDS  EXPECTFD  TO  EXPAND 
CROP  REPORTING  WOPK  IN  ILLINOIS. 

A  bill  has  passed  both  houses  of  the  Illinois  State  legislature, 
appropriating  2^14,000  a  year  for  crop  reporting  v/ork  in  that  State.  For 
a  number  of  years  the  crop  reporting  work  in  Illinois  has  been  carried  on 
in  cooperation  with  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  so  that  the  in- 
creased State  appropriation  will  make  it  possible  to  make  a  considerable 
expansion  of  the  work  in  that  State.  In  order  to  arrange  for  the  reorgan- 
ization of  the  program  on  the  basis  of  the  increased  appropriation,  W.  F. 
Callander,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  spent 
some  time  in  Springfield  last  week.

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SATISFACTION  GENERAL  WITH  GOVERNMENT 

GRADED  TURKEYS.  SURVEY  DISCLOSES. 

Desiring  to  obtain  firsthand  information  as  to  the  satisfaction 
to  consumers  of  the  turkejrs  graded  during  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas 
markets  of  1928,  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Produces  sent  out  a 
questionnaire  to  purchasers  of  these  turkeys  in  a  number  of  cities  in  New 
England,  around  New  York  City,  and  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  Washington,  D.  C. 
The  division  obtained  the  names  of  these  consumers  through  the  stores  at 
which  the  graded  turkeys  were  sold. 

More  than  50,000  turkeys  were  examined  during  these  two  holiday 
seasons,  and  those  which  v/ere  found  to  be  of  a  quality  U.  S.  Prime  were 
stamped  with  that  grade  designation  on  their  backs...  The  turkeys  so  graded 
also  had  a  tag  attached  to  one  wing,  calling  attention  to  the  grading  serv- 
ice. 

The  high  proportion  of  favorable  replies  to  the  question  in  the 
recent  survey,  "Was  the  turkey  you  bought  satisfactory?"  indicates  that 
there  was  very  general  satisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  consume.rs  of  these 
turkeys.  Out  of  571  returns,  550  or  96.3  per  cent  answered  in  the  affirma- 
tive. It  is  apparent  from  the  reasons  given  as  to  v/hy  the  Government  graded 
turkeys  v/ere  purchased  and  the  expression  of  opinion  by  many  that  it  v/ould 
be  a  desirable  thing  to  have  this  grading  service  extended  to  other  classes 
of  poultry,  that  there  is  a  very  real  confidence  on  the  part  of  the  buying 
public  in  the  Government  stamp  of  grade  or  quality  on  poultry  carcasses  and 
that  the  indication  that  turkeys  are  graded  is  a  valuable  sales  aid. 

A  close  examination  of  the  replies  of  the  21  correspondents  who 
indicated  that  the  turkeys  v/ere  not  satisfactory  discloses  that  the  major- 
ity of  reasons  given  for  dissatisfaction  was  that  the  birds  were  tough. 
In  the  Baltimore  area  most  of  the  turkeys  graded  were  hens  and  a  consider- 
able proportion  of  those  grading  as  U.  S,  Prime  were  not  young  hens.  The 
tags  attached  to  the  wings  of  the  turkeys  definitely  stated  "young  hens" 
when  they  were  of  that  age  and  designated  the  older  hens  simply  as  "hens." 
The  same  distinction  in  stamping  was  made  in  all  other  markets.  It  is 
evident  that  the  dissatisfied  purchasers  may  have  failed  to  note  the  dif- 
ference in  age  of  the  birds  as  shown  on  the  tags,  or  to  allow  sufficient  time 
for  the  birds  to  become  tender  during  their  roasting  or  cooking. 

Additional  information  of  interest  developed  from  this  question- 
naire is  the  fact  that  the  outstanding  substitution  in  the  minds  of  pur- 
chasers of  turkeys  for  the  Christmas  holiday  was  chicken,  although  ducks, 
geese,  and  pork  had  a  number  of  supporters.  A  few  replies  indicated  that 
no  substitute  for  turkey  would  be  considered. 

The  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  plans  to  issue  in  mimeo- 
graphed form  a  cosiplete  report  of  the  facts  developed  from  this  survey.

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EXTENSION  CONFEREES  STRESS  CLOSE 

RELATION  OF  ECONOMIC  TO  EXTENSION  WORK . 

In  a  summary,  just  released,  of  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  group 
who  attended  the  meeting  of  the  extension  specialists  in  marketing  from  the 
Mid-West  States,  at  Purdue  University,  April  24  to  26,  1929,  the  following 
statements  are  of  particular  interest  to  members  of  our  Bureau: 

1.  Any  permanent  improvements  of  the  farm  situation  must  be  founded 
on  sound  economic  principles.  It  is  therefore  essential  that  both  research 
workers  and  extension  workers  be  well  versed  in  economic  theory  and  be  able 
to  interpret  and  apply  it  in  terms  that  the  farmer  understands  and  can  put 
into  practice 

2.  The  stabilizing  of  production  comes  back  to  the  individual  farmer. 
V/e  therefore  indorse  the  assembling  of  agricultural  outlook  data  by  the 
United  States  Departmsynt  of  Agriculture;  we  recommend  that  in  every  State 
the  data  be  reanalyzed  with  the  situation  in  that  State  in  mind;  and  that 
the  resulting  analysis  be  presented  to  and  discussed  with  the  largest  pos- 
sible number  of  farmers. 

3.  Farmers  look  for  relief,  in  part  to  improved  marketing  machinery. 

.  .  .  The  call  is  therefore  insistent  for  vastly  increased  funds  and  forces 
for  marketing  research. 

4.  Although  extension  workers  do  not  minimize  the  importance  of  long- 
time research  projects  and  of  thorough  statistical  analysis,  they  believe 
that  it  is  essential  to  emphasize  the  need  of  accurate  up-to-date  informa- 
tion in  order  to  meet  ever  changing  market  conditions.  ... 

5.  Adjacent  sections  of  neighboring  States  have  the  same  marketing 
problems.  This  suggests  the  avoidance  of  duplication  of  effort  by  cooper- 
ation between  the  research  and  extension  forces  of  these  States. 

6.  An  effective  agricultural  program  depends  upon  something  more 
than  the  advantageous  sale  of  vv'hat  happens  to  have  been  produced.  In  order 
to  prosper,  the  farmers  of  any  region  must  consider  not  only  what  they  can 
produce  easily,  but  also  what  the  consumer  wants.  ...  The  market  special- 
ist must  therefore  v/ork  in  harmony  with  farm  management  and  production 
specialists;  and  we  rejoice  at  the  increasing  cooperation  among  these  groups 
of  workers. 

7.  In  order  that  the  interests  of  producers  and  consumers  may  be 
best  served,  it  is  essential  that  agricultural  products  be  marketed  as 
efficiently  and  economically  as  possible.  Market  research  and  market  ex- 
tension should  therefore  be  in  a  position  to  furnish  information  not  only 
upon  market  outlets  but  upon  market  organizations  and  market  business 
practices . 

8.  This  conference  has  proved  helpful  to  all  who  have  attended. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  another  conference,  somewhat  similar,  be  called 
by  representatives  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  to  meet 
some  time  in  the  spring  of  1930.  ... 
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REGULAR  INSPECTIONS 

FOR  FIRE  PREVENTION. 

At  the  direction  of  W.  W.  Stockberger,  Director  of  Personnel  and 
Business  Administration  of  the  Department,  the  Business  Manager  of  this 
Bureau  requests  that  the  various  divisions  and  units  within  the  Bureau, 
both  in  Washington  and  in  the  field,  undertake  a  check  at  this  time  of 
laboratories,  offices,  and  storage  rooms,  with  a  view  to  correcting  any 
dangerous  conditions  tending  to  fire  hazards.  The  strictest  possible  pre- 
cautions should  be  exercised  in  the  handling  and  storage  of  both  motion 
picture  and  cut  films,  chemicals,  cotton,  and  other  inflammables,  including 
waste  paper,  and  instructions  to  this  effect  given  to  a  responsible  person 
within  each  unit.  This  inspection  should  be  made  in  addition  to  the  inspec- 
tions made  from  time  to  time  by  the  Bureau  fire  committee,  composed  of  F.  J. 
Hughes,  Business  Manager,  Frank  Reed,  and  J.  F.  Barghausen.  Where  advice  or 
assistance  is  needed  now  or  in  the  future,  including  expert  technical  serv- 
ice, the  Business  Manager's  office  will  arrange  through  the  Chief  Clerk  of 
the  Department  for  such  help  in  7/ashington.  In  the  field  service,  the  local 
authorities  should  be  consulted. 

Attention  is  also  again  called  to  the  prohibition  against  the  throw- 
ing of  objects  from  windows  of  Government  offices,  particularly  to  the  throw- 
ing of  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes,  etc.  Recently  several  fires  have  been 
caused  by  this  type  of  carelessness. 

The  cooperation  of  all  employees  in  the  elimination  of  fire  hazards 
is  urgently  requested. 


IN  CONGRESS: 


H.  R.  1,  by  Mr.  Haugen,  to  establish  a  Federal  farm  board  to  promote 
the  effective  merchandising  of  agricultural  commodities  in 
interstate  and  foreign  commerce,  and  to  place  agriculture  on  a 
basis  of  economic  equality  with  other  industries,  was  signed 
by  the  President  of  the  U.  S.  June  15. 

S.  312,  by  Senators  Jones  and  Vandenberg,  to  provide  for  the  15th  and 
subsequent  decennial  censuses***  has  passed  both  Houses.  April 
1  has  been  fixed  as  the  date  for  taking  the  census. 

S.  108,  by  Senator  Borah,  to  suppress  unfair  and  fraudulent  practices 
in  the  m.arketing  of  perishable  agricultural  commodities  in 
interstate  and  foreign  commerce,  has  passed  the  Senate.

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BUREAU  REPRESENTED  ON  DEPARTMENTAL 
COTTON  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE. 

A.  W.  Palmer,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  and 
Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs, 
have  been  appointed  on  a  committee  of  eleven  specialists  to  study  and 
correlate  the  cotton  research  activities  in  the  Department.  Other  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  are:  Dr.  B.  Youngblood.  chairman.  Office  of  Ex- 
periment Stations;  S.  H.  McCrory,  Bureau  of  Public  Roads;  Dr.  A.  G.  McCall 
and  Dr.  W.  W.  Skinner,  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils;  Dr.  T.  H.  Kearney 
and  0.  F.  Cook,  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry;  Miss  Ruth  O'Brien,  Bureau  of 
Home  Economics;  J.  A.  Evans,  Extension  Service;  and  F.  C.  Bishopp,  Bureau 
of  Entomology. 

Dr.  A.  F.  Woods,  Director  of  Scientific  Work,  in  appointing  the 
members  of  the  committee,  said:  "There  is  a  general  feeling  among  gro'^ers, 
manufacturers  a,nd  progressive  leaders  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  a  general 
offensive  against  cotton  problems  and  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  a  logical  unit  to  lead  the  attack.  Considering  the  vast  importance  of 
our  American  cotton-growing  enterprise  and  all  the  obstacles  with  which 
it  is  confronted  it  clearly  offers  the  department  a  most  excellent  oppor- 
tunity to  demonstrate  to  this  Nation  its  capacity  for  organized  effort 
and  collective  thought." 

Speaking  from  the  viewpoint  of  what  is  needed.  Doctor  Woods  sug- 
gested several  fields  for  consideration  by  the  committee.  He  pointed  out 
the  need  for  extended  soil  surveys  in  the  Cotton  Belt  as  the  basis  both 
of  research  and  of  practical  improvement;  for  investigation  of  physical 
and  chemical  properties  of  cotton  fibers  as  aid  to  cotton  breeding  and 
the  determination  of  factors  influencing  the  spinning  quality  of  cotton; 
for  reexamination  of  the  principles  of  cotton  breeding  to  the  end  that 
suitable  varieties  may  be  established  for  the  several  sections  of  the  Cotton 
Belt;  for  intensive  work  on  the  problems  resulting  from  insect  pests  of 
cotton  and  development  of  wholesale  methods  of  prevention  and  control;  for 
revision  of  cotton  standards  as  rapidly  as  technological  research  justifies; 
profound  study  of  the  cotton  markets — local,  central,  export,  import,  and 
future — and  the  price  relationships  in  the  markets;  and  for  studies  of  the 
utilization  of  cotton  for  clothing,  household  and  industrial  purposes. 

INSPECTION  MEN  TO  CONFER 
IN  WASHINGTON. 

The  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  will  hold  a  conference  in 
Washington  on  June  28  and  29  for  the  discussion  of  inspection  policies.  The 
question  has  arisen  as  to  whether  various  rots  in  fruits  and  vegetables  are 
to  be  counted  against  the  grade  or  are  to  be  considered  as  factors  of  con- 
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dition  v/hich  may  have  developed  v/hile  in  transit. 

The  x'ollowing  members  of  the  inspection  force  will  attend  this  con- 
ference: E.  E.  Conklin,  Chicago;  W.  E.  Hackleman,  New  York;  G.  R.  Blount 
of  Philadelphia;  F.  G.  Robb,  R.  C.  Butner  and  others  of  the  Washington 
staff.  Dr.  G.  B.  Ramsey,  Senioi  Pathologist,  Chicago,  and  Dr.  L.  F.  Butler, 
New  York,  both  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  will  also  take  part  in  the 
conference . 

STATE  AND  FEDERAL  FARM  MANAGEMENT 

MEN  MEET  IN  TWO-DAY  CONFERENCE. 

Mr.  Olsen  welcomed  representatives  of  the  Colleges  of  Agriculture 
from  the  nine  central  corn  and  dairy  States  who  came  to  Washington  for  a 
two-day  conference  on  June  17  and  18  to  consider  plans  for  future  research 
in  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  and  the  relation  of  this  re- 
search to  farm  management  work  in  the  agricultural  colleges.  In  addition 
to  the  State  men  and  members  of  this  Bureau,  representatives  from  the  Bu- 
reaus of  Plant  Industry,  Animal  Industry,  and  Public  Roads  participated  in 
this  conference. 

Mr.  Tolley  discussed  research  in  this  Bureau,  with  particular  em- 
phasis on  farm  management  phases  of  Bureau  work.  C.  L.  Holmes,  in  charge 
of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  gave  a  resum§  of  the  program 
for  the  future  research  of  that  division  in  the  central  corn  and  dairy 
States.  Ke  appointed  three  committees  of  State  men  and  Bureau  represen- 
tatives, each  to  report  on  specific  questions  relating  to  research  in  farm 
management . 

One  committee,  with  H.  C.  M.  Case  of  Illinois  as  Chairman,  reported 
on  research  projects  under  way  or  in  prospects  in  the  central  corn  and 
dairy  States.  These  projects  deal  primarily  with  farm  organization  and 
practice  under  conditions  where  the  corn  borer  is  not  now  a  factor,  as  well 
as  in  infested  territory. 

A  second  committee,  with  J.  I.  Falconer  of  Ohio  as  Chairman,  brought 
in  suggestions  looking  toward  developing  the  farm  management  features  of 
agricultural  outlook  reports. 

A  third  committee,  with  G.  A.  Pond  of  Minnesota  as  Chairman,  pointed 
out  the  desirability  of  coordinated  cooperative  work  on  all  farm  manage- 
ment projects  in  which  the  States  and  the  Federal  bureaus  are  interested. 

C.  R.  Ball,  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  discussed  before  the 
general  conference  the  work  in  progress  in  his  bureau  in  corn  breeding 
experiments,  adaptation  of  varieties,  the  effect  of  late  and  early  plant- 
ings, etc. 

Discussing  the  agricultural  engineering  features  of  the  corn  borer 
work,  S.  H.  McCrory,  of  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  pointed  to  the  new  low 
cutting  attachment  which  has  been  developed  for  the  corn  binder. 

E.  W.  McComas,  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  told  of  feeding 
experiments  now  being  conducted  in  corn  borer  infested  areas. 

W.  F.  Callander,  C.  L.  Harlan  and  M.  R.  Cooper,  each  reported  on 
matters  of  interests. 

Individual  projects  were  discussed  at  separate  conferences  between 
State  and  Federal  representatiyes  
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WASHINGTON  CONFERENCE  OF  HAY,  FEED 
AND  SEED  DIVISION  FIELD  MEN. 

A  number  of  field  men  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  attended 
a  conference  at  the  division  offices  in  Washington  June  20  to  22  inclusive. 
The  main  purpose  of  this  conference  was  to  discuss  several  proposed  changes 
in  the  hay  standards  and  regulations  governing  Federal  hay  inspection. 
Mornings  were  devoted  to  examination  of  hay  in  the  hay  standardization 
laboratory  and  the  afternoons  to  discussion  of  the  various  matters  to  be 
considered.  Mr.  Kitchen  sat  in  on  the  conference  for  the  entire  after- 
noon on  Thursday  and  was  much  interested  in  the  discussion. 

Those  in  attendance  at  the  conference,  in  addition  to  the  members 
of  the  Washington  staff  of  the  division,  included  H.  H.  Whiteside  from 
Chicago.  E.  0.  Pollock  and  W.  R.  Crispin  from  Kansas  City,  C.  M.  Funk, 
San  Antonio,  and  A.  D.  Harlan,  Atlanta.  After  the  conference  here  all 
the  field  men  except  Mr.  Harlan  and  Mr.  Crispin  returned  to  their  head- 
quarters by  way  of  Chicago  where  they  stopped  for  two  or  three  days  to 
attend  the  meetings  of  various  seed  associations  and  a  meeting  to  consider 
the  operation  of  the  Seed  Verification  Service  for  next  year  with  W.  A. 
Wheeler  and  G.  C.  Edler,  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division. 


GRAIN  DIVISION  PRODUCES 
ANOTHER  INVENTOR. 

The  invention  of  an  automatic  grain  sampler  by  7/.  C.  Wheeler,  Scien- 
tific Aid  stationed  in  the  St.  Louis  office,  has  added  one  more  to  the  many 
devices  already  invented  by  other  workers  in  the  Grain  Division  for  sim- 
plifying, expediting,  and  otherwise  improving  the  work  of  that  unit.  Mr. 
Wheeler  believes  that  his  sampler  will  eliminate  many  of  the  differences 
that  nov;  confront  grain  inspectors  in  obtaining  samples  by  the  methods  novf 
in  use  of  grain  loaded  on  barges  or  ships.  He  is  spending  some  time  in 
Washington  assisting  the  Department  Shops  in  constructing  another  and  im- 
proved model  of  the  sampler  he  has  made. 

The  Department  has  already  taken  steps  to  obtain  a  patent  on  Mr. 
Wheeler's  invention. 


FEDERAL  HAY  INSPECTION  PROVIDED 

AT  ATLANTA  UNDER  NEW  AGREEMENT. 

The  Hay,  Feed  an*'!  Seed  Division  has  just  concluded  an  agreement  v^ith 
the  Atlanta  Commercial  Exchange  providing  for  Federal  hay  inspection  in 
Atlanta  and  nearby  points.  The  agreement  provides  that  an  inspector  v/ill 
be  trained  in  the  near  future  for  the  Atlanta  market,  and  it  is  hoped  to 
have  the  service  installed  and  in  operation  by  the  latter  part  of  July.

Two  of  these  firms,  the  Campbell 
Soup  Company  and  the  College  Inn  Food  Products  Company,  operate  poultry 
canning  plants,  and  the  third  poultry  firm  expects  to  sell  Government 
inspected  poultry  to  other  local  poultry  canning  plants.  Temporary  arrange- 
ments for  this  service  were  made  by  Rob  R.  Slocum,  of  the  Division  of  Dairy 
and  Poultry  Products,  on  a  trip  to  Chicago  last  week. 

The  service  will  be  established  about  June  1,  with  Dr.  C.  E.  Edmonds 
in  charge.

The  City  Post  Office  has  telephoned  asking  that  official  letters  not 
be  mailed  in  the  letter  boxes.  It  appears  that  one  or  two  of  these  boxes 
near  the  Bieber  Building  have  been  stuffed  full  of  envelopes  from  this 
Bureau.  There  is  a  rule  that  official  mail  should  go  through  in  the 
regular  way,  that  is,  through  the  mail  section  of  the  bureau  or  office 
sending  out  the  mail. 
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ABOUT  99%  OF  TOTAL  AGRICULTURE 

REPRESENTED  IN  WORLD  CENSUS. 

Thirteen  countries  in  Central  and  South  America  have  promised  cooper- 
ation in  the  World  Agricultural  Census  of  1930,  Mr.  Estabrook  reported  when 
he  returned  to  Washington  on  June  13  from  a  11,000  mile  trip  to  the  capi- 
tals of  Guataroala,  Salvador,  Honduras,  Nicaragua,  Costa  Rica,  Panama,  Ec- 
uador, Colombia,  Venezuela,  British  Guiana,  Trinidad,  and  Barbados. 

The  inclusion  of  these  countries  in  the  census  brings  the  total  repre- 
sentation in  the  project  to  about  97  per  cent  of  the  land  surface,  98  per 
cent  of  the  total  population,  and  approximately  99  per  cent  of  the  total  ag- 
ricultural production  in  the  v/orld.  The  only  countries  not  visited  by  Mr. 
Estabrook  since  his  appointment  as  director  in  1925  are  Afghanistan,  Persia, 
Bolivia,  and  some  of  the  West  African  colonies  and  small  islands  in  which 
agriculture  is  relatively  unimportant  but  for  which  cooperation  has  been 
promised  by  their  home  governments. 

The  undertaking  of  a  world  census  of  agriculture  in  1930  was  approved 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at 
Rome  in  1924  and  the  preliminary  work  of  organizing  the  census  was  made  pos- 
sible by  the  cooperation  of  the  International  Education  Board,  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  and  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture. 
The  census  program  and  standard  form  of  census  questionnaire  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Permanent  Committee  and  the  two  General  Assemblies  of  the 
Institute,  by  the  International  Institute  of  Statistics,  and  by  the  Dip- 
lomatic Conference  on  Economic  Statistics  that  met  in  Geneva  in  November, 
1928. 

The  purpose  of  the  world  census  of  agriculture  is  to  provide  more 
complete,  accurate,  and  comparable  international  statistics  relating  to  ag- 
riculture, to  provide  a  secure  basis  for  annual  crop  reports  and  statistics, 
and  to  .improve  the  agricultural  statistical  organization  of  many  countries. 
It  v/ill  be  the  first  census  ever  attempted  in  all  countries  of  the  world 
in  the  same  year  and  according  to  the  same  general  plan.  The  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture,  the  International  Institute  of  Statistics,  and 
the  Diplomatic  Conference  on  Economic  Statistics  have  recommended  that  the 
agricultural  census  be  repeated  every  10  years. 

Mr.  Estabrook  reports  that  the  Central  and  South  American  countries 
visited  on  his  last  tour  supply  a  large  part  of  the  coffee,  cocoa,  ivory 
nuts,  cocoanuts,  bananas,  sugar  and  other  tropical  products  of  the  world. 
He  says  that  there  are  great  possibilities  for  agricultural  development  in 
these  areas,  although  limited  by  the  broken  character  of  the  country,  and 
that  progress  will  be  slow  until  better  roads,  steamship  lines  and  other 
means  of  transportation  and  communication  are  provided.  Need  is  expressed 
also  for  further  development  in  the  agriculture,  research  and  statistical 
departments  of  these  countries.

AUTHORS  BEGIN  WORK  ON  ARTICLES 
FOR  THE  1929  YEARBOOK. 

Work  is  already  beginning  on  the  1929  Yearbook  although  the  1928 
Yearbooks  are  only  just  coming  from  the  press.  Forty-seven  articles, 
totalling  35,000  words,  have  been  selected  from  this  Bureau.  In  general, 
the  selection  was  based  on  timeliness  of  subject,  importance,  distribution 
as  among  coramodities  and  regions,  farmer  interest,  and  availability  of 
material  on  subject  elswhere  in  Department  publications. 

Authors  of  the  articles  chosen  have  now  been  notified  through  their 
division  leaders.  The  length  of  article  is  specified  in  each  case.  The 
articles,  which  should  suggest  the  element  of  timeliness,  are  due  in  the 
Division  of  Economic  Information  by  August  1  (in  a  few  instances  by  August 
15),  but  authors  are  asked  to  submit  each  article  (through  their  division 
leaders)  as  soon  as  it  is  completed,  and  has  been  reviewed  by  any  other 
workers  in  this  or  other  Bureau  v/hose  work  it  touches. 


BUREAU  BREVITIES. 


YEARBOOK  OF  AGRICULTURE.  1928,  is  off  the  press  and  is  now  being 
distributed.  Members  of  this  Bureau  contributed  61  articles  to  this 
edition.  In  addition  the  Bureau  has  furnished  a  series  of  30  maps  showing 
the  approximate  geographic  distribution  within  the  United  States  of  the 
more  important  crops  and  farm  animals.  The  statistical  section,  covering 
453  pages,  or  more  than  one-third  of  the  book,  was  prepared  entirely  under 
a  statistical  committee  of  this  Bureau. 

The  public  generally  is  supposed  to  apply  for  copies  of  this  publi- 
cation through  their  Representative  or  Senator  in  Congress. 

MAINTAINING  SATISFACTORY  QUALITY  AND  CONDITION  OF  WHEAT  HARVESTED 
WITH  COMBINES  in  the  Hard  Red  Winter  Wheat  Area,  Season  1928,  is  a  prelimi- 
nary report,  in  mimeographed  form,  of  a  joint  study  by  J .  H.  Cox  and  E.  G. 
Boerner,  of  the  Grain  Investigations  Project,  Grain  Division.  Copies  are 
now  available, 

MARKETING  SUMMARIES  FOR  THE  SEASON  1928  have  been  released  recently 
by  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  as  follows;  Marketing  Colorado 
Lettuce,  prepared  by  Wendell  Calhoun,  under  a  cooperative  agreement  betv/een 
the  Bureau  and  Colorado  Extension  Service;  Marketing  California  Fresh 
Plums  and  Prunes,  prepared  by  C.  J.  Hansen  and  0.

The  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  is  in  receipt  of  the  fol- 
lov/ing  letter  from  J.  B.  Clarkson,  President.  Harding  County  Live  Stock 
Association,  Buffalo,  South  Dakota,  commenting  on  J.  K.  Wallace's  talk 
and  grading  demonstration  at  a  recent  meeting  of  stockmen  at  Buffalo,  South 
Dakota:

"We  sincerely  hope  that  arrangements  can  be  made  so  that  Mr.  Wallace 
can  be  with  us  again  next  year.  In  behalf  of  the  stockmen  and  members  of 
the  Association,  I  want  to  thank  you  for  your  great  favor."

S.  312,  by  Senators  Jones  and  Vandenberg,  to  provide  for  the  loth  and 
subsequent  decennial  censuses,  was  signed  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States  June  18,  1929. 

H.R  4016,  by  Mr.  Wood,  making  an  appropriation  of  $151,500,000  to  be- 
come immediately  available  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Act,  approved  June  15,  1929,  has  been 
passed. 

Bills  Introduced: 

S.J. Res. 65, by  Senator  George,  to  provide  for  the  publication  of  certain 
transactions    in   cotton   on   boards    of   trade    and  exchanges. 

H.R.  3921,  by  Mr.  Hope,  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
establish  grades  and  an  inspection  service  for  canned  foods 
in  order  to  facilitate  commerce  therein,  and  to  enable  the 
consumer  to  purchase  canned  foods  on  the  basis  of  quality, 
thereby  lending  encouragement  to  the  producers  of  quality 
farm  products. 

H.  R.  4142, by  Mr.  Jones,  to  provide  for  research  work  in  connection  with 
the  utilization  of  agricultural  products  other  than  forest 
products . 

S.  Con.  Res.  16,  by  Senator  Watson,  provides  that  when  the  two  Houses  ad- 
journ on  Wednesday,  June  19,  1929,  the  Senate  shall  stand  ad- 
journed until   12  o'clock,    Monday,    Aug.    19,    1929.    and  that 
the  House  shall  stand  adjourned  until  12  o'clock  Monday,  Sept. 
23,  1929.    The  Resolution  was  agreed  to.
